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EETUBN. 


DISEASES. 

The diseases respect to which special powers are conferred by the Diseases of 
Animals Act, 1894, on the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council in Ireland are Cattle 
Plague, Pleuro-Pneumouia, Poot and Mouth Disease, and Swine Fever. 

The other diseases dealt with iu the Act of 1894, and in the Orders in Council, are 
Anthrax, Glanders or Farcy, Habies, Sheep-Pox, and Sheep-Scab. 

CATTLE PLAGUE. 

Ko case of Cattle Plague has occurred in Ireland since the year 1866. 

PLEUPO-PNEUMONIA. 

Ireland continues free from Pleuro-Pneumonia. The last outbreak of that disease 
occurred in September, 1892. 

FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE. 

Foot and Mouth Disease has not appeared in Ireland since 1884. 

SWINE FEVER. 

Throughout the year 1895 the Vetei-inary Department continued to be actively 
engaged in dealing with Swine Fever. 

Upon receipt of notification of a suspected outbreak, a Veterinary Inspector visits 
the place on which the case is reported to have occurred ; and if he considers that the 
disease exists he declares the premises infected, slaughters the su^ected animal and 
forwards the viscera to Dublin for examination by the Veterinary Officers of the Dwart- 
ment, sending at the same time a report on the case, and on the condition of the 
remaining swine on the premises. 

When an outbreak of Swine Fever has been confirmed Ly the Departmental 
Veterinary Officers, such further measures of restriction and slaughter arc taken as in 
the circumstances are considered necessary for the prevention of the spread of the 
disease; and the infected premises when cleared of swine are thoroughly cleansed and 
disinfected before they are allowed to be re-sbocked. 

8,903 suspected outbreaks were reported in the year 1895 and duly investigated. 

In 3,045 instances the outbreak was confirmed, a result which contrasts favourably 
with that for the year 1894, when there were no less than 7,619 confirmed outbreaks. 

During the past year 8,680 Swine were slaughtered, 4,891 of which were diseased. 

Early in the year an Order in Council was passed prohibiting the holding of Swine 
Fairs or Markets, except with a licence of tJie Local Authority, in any Poor Law Union 
to which the Order might be specially applied. Swine exposed at a licensed Fair or 
Market are required to be branded in a particular’ manner, and their movement is 
subject to certain regulations. (The Order will be found at pages 22-25). 

Thirty-two of the Poor Law Unions iu which Swine Fever was most prevalent were 
scheduled under this Order ; but owing to the decrease that has since taken place in 
the number of outbreaks, 26 of these Unions have been exempted from the operation of 
the Order. 

ANTHRAX. 

Only 4 outbreaks of this disease were reported iu the year 1895, as compared with 
5 in 1894, and 22 iu 1893. 

GLANDERS (iscludiko FARCY). 

This disease does not prevail to any serious extent in Ireland ; only 5 outbreaks 
were reported during the year. 

RABIES. 

77l animals, of which 567 were dogs, were reported as aflfected with Rabies during 
1395, as against 779 in the year 1894, and 424 in the year 1893. While there is r^on 
for doubt whether the disease in all these cases was actually Rabies, the evidence available 
tends to show that the disease prevails to a con.siderable extent in this country. 
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Provision is made in the Rabies (Ireland) Order of 1895 for the compulsory slaugKtef 
of rabid dogs; for the slaughter of other rabid animals, and of suspected animS,iii. 
eluding those in contact with or bitten by rabid animals ; also for the seizure, deten^oa, 
and destruction of stray unclaimed dogs. 

The Police have throughout the year rendered valuable assistance in seizing aid 
destroying wandering and ownerless dogs, a dangerous class of animals to which the 
dissemination of rabies is frequently due. 

A very important power conferred upon Local Authorities is that of malting r^a- 
tions for the muzzling of dogs. Experience has shown that the compulsory use of a 
properly-constructed muzzle is a most valuable safeguard against the spread of rabies, 
and every opportunity has been taken by the Department to induce Local AuthoritiEs 
to adopt a uniform code of regulations for the muzzling of dogs in their respectire 
districts. 

Such regulations are at present in force in about 80 Poor Law Unions ; and it iato 
be regretted that in the remaining Unions the Local Authorities have not yet gan 
their way to adopt similar regulations. 

SHEEP SCAB. 

4,899 cases of this disease were reported during the year ; 6,597 cases were reported 
in the year 1894 ; and 10,358 in the year 1893. 

ANIMAL EXPORTS.

During the year important Orders, having for their object the better protection of 
animals from injury or unnecessary suffering while in transit from this country to 
Great Britain, were passed. W the Board of Agriculture in Great Britain, and by ths 
Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council in Ireland. Tliese Orders, which came into force 
on 1st May, 1895, were based on recommendations made by a Departmental Committee 
appointed by the Board of Agriculture to inquire into the question of the transit by 
water of animals carried coastwise.

Duty of Inspector to act immediately. 

9. An Inspector of the Local Auldiority on receiving 
in any manner whatsoever information of tie sup- 
posed existence of disease, or having reasonable ground 
to suspect the existence of disease, shall proce^ with 
all practicable speed to the place where the disease,

Bemoval of dung or other Things. 

17. It shall not be lawful for any person to send or 
carry, or caused to be sent or carried, on a railway, 
canal, river or inland nayigation, or in a coasting vessel, 
or on a highway or thoroughfare, any dung, fodder, 
or litter that has been in any place in contact with or 
used about a diseased horse, ass, or mule, except with 
a Licence of the Local Authority for the District in 
which such place is situate, granted on a certificate of 
an Inspector of the Local Authority certi^ing that 
the thing moved has heen, as far as practicable^ disin- 
fected. 

Slaughter and Compensaiion m Olanders or Farcy.

(o.) any diseased or suspected horse, ass, or mule;

(b.) any horse, ass, or mule being or having been 
in the same field, stable, shed, or other place, 
or otherwise in contain with any diseased 
horse, ass, or mule, or being or having been in 
any way exposed to the infection of disease.

19. — (LI Where io Ireland a horse, ass, or mule is 
slaughtered by order of a Local Authoiity under this 
Order, the Local Authority shall, within fourteen 
days after the slaughter, give to the owner of the 
animal notice in writing of the valuation thereof made 
by them. 

(ii) If within six days after the receipt of that 
notice the owner does not give to the Local Authority 
or their Inspector a counter notice in writing, stating 
in effect that he disputes the valuation made by the 
Local Authority, the compensation shall he paid on 
that valuation.

THE DUBLIN MARKET AND LAIRS 
ORDER Off 1893. 

By toe Lords Justices and Privy Council in 
Ireland.

"W’E, the Lords Justices-General and General 
Governors of Ireland, by and with the advice and 
tonsmt of Her Major’s P ri vy Council in Ireland, 
by virtue and in exercise of the powers in Us vested 
mider the Contagious Diseases (Animals) Acts, 1878 
to 1892, and of every other ipower enabling Us in this 
^alf, do order, and it is hereby ordered as 
follows . 

Short Tide, 

1. This Order may be cited as *‘The Dublin 
Market and Lairs Order of 1893.’* 


Commencement. 

2. This Order shall commence and take effect from 
and immediately after the 30th day of September, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-three. 

Inferpretaiion. 

3. In this Order — 

The Act of 1878 means the Contagious Diseases 
(Animals) Act, 1878 : 

The Metropolitan Market, or the Marked means the 
New Cattle Market at jPmssia-Btreet, in the city of 
Dublin : 

Lair means any place licensed by toe Lord Lieutenant 
as a place of rest for animals which are for ship- 
ment to Great Britain, or which are to be or have 
been exposed in the Metropolitan Market: 

Animals means Cattle (toat ia bulls, cows, oxen, 
heifers, and calves), and sheep and swine : 
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VeteriDarj Department means the ‘Veterinary De- 
partment of the Privy Council Office, Dublin 
Castle : 

Other terms have the same meaning and scope as in 
the Act of 1878. 

Puhlio Sales. 

4. l^'o Public Sale of animals shall be held in the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police District of the Poor Law 
Unions of ITorth and South Dublin except with, a 
Licence of the Lord Lieutenant. 

Cleansing and Disinfection of the i^etropolita/n, 
Market. 

5. (1.) The Metropolitan Market shall be cleansed 
and disinfected, either on each day on which it is 
used, and after it has been used, or at some time not 
later than 6 o’clock in the evening of the day befoi-e it 
is again to be used : — 

(2.) The Metropolitan Marker shall be cleansed 
and disinfected as follows : 

(i.) Adi parts of the Market with which animals 
or their droppings have come in contact shall 
be scraped and swept, and the scrapings and 
sweepings, and all dung, sawdust, litter, and 
other matter, shall be effectually removed 
therefrom; then 

(ii.) The same parts of the Market shall be 
thoroughly washed or scrubbed or scoured with 
water; then 

(iii.) The same parts of the Market shall have 
applied to them a solution of a disinfectant ap- 
proved on behalf of the Veterinary Depart- 
ment ; 

(3.) The scrapings and sweepings of the market, 
and all dung, sawdust, litter, and other matter re- 
moved theretrom, shall forthwith be well mixed with 
quicklime, and be effectually removed from contact 
with animals. 

Regolatioks as to Lairs. 

Licences. 

6. No yard, shed, or other place within the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police District of the Poor Law Unions 
of North and South Dublin shall be \ised as a lair 
unless it shall have been licensed for the purpose by 
the Lord Lieutenant 

Cleansing and Disinfection of Lairs. 

7. (1.) Every lair shall be cleansed and disin- 
fected either on each day on which it is used, and 
after it has been used, or at some other time not 
later than 12 o'clock at noon of the next day follow- 
ing, unless the followuig day is Sunday, and then of 
the Monday following, and in either case before it is 
again used. 

(2.) Such place shall be cleansed and disinfected as 
follows : 

(i.) All parts of such place with which animals or 
their droppings have come in contact shall be 
scraped and swept, and the scrapings and sweep- 
ings, and all dung, sawdust, litter, and other 
matter shall be effectually removed therefrom ; 
then 

(ii.) The same parts of such place shall be 
thoroughly washed or scrubbed or scoured with 
water ; then 

(iiL) The same parts of such place shall have 
applied to them a coating of limewash in which 
a disinfectant approverl on behalf of the Veterin- 
ary Department has been mixed in the propor- 
tion of one pint of such disinfectant to four 
gallons of limewash.

WE, the Lord Lieutenant-General and General 
Governor of Ireland, by and with the advice and 
consent of Her Maiesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, by 
virtue and in exercise of the powers in Us vested 
under the Contagious Disease.^ (Animals) Acts, 187d 
to 1893, and of every other power enabling Us in thu 
behalf, do order, and it is hereby ordered as follows 

Short Title. 

1. This Order may be cited as The Swine Fever 
(Ireland) Order of 1893. 

Dxtent. 

2. This Order extends to the whole of Ireland. 

Commmeement. 

3. This Order shall commence and take effect fn® 
and immediately after the First day of November onfl 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-three. 

Interpretation. 

4. In this Order-— 

The Act of 1878 means The Contagious Diseases 
(Animals) Act', 1878 : 

The Acts of 1878 to ‘1893 means The Contagion* 
Diseases (Animals) Acts, 1878 to 1893 : 

Swine Fever means the Disease called or known a* 
Typhoid Fever of Swine, Soldier, Purples, E«1 
Disease, Hog Cholera, or Swine Plague : 

Infected place (except where it is otherwiseexpressw 
means a place for the time being a place iufectal 
with swine fever under this Order: 
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Carcase means the carcase of a pig, and includes part 
of such a carcase, and the intestines, meat, bones, 
skin, oSal, or other part of a pig, separately or 
otherwise, or any pordon thereof : 

The Privy Council means the Lord Lieutenant and 
Privy Council : 

Teterinary Department means the Veteriuaiy 
De|jartmeut of the Privy Council Office, Dublin 
Castle : 

Iij 5 |)ector or other Officer described in this Order as 
<• duly nntlioiized ” for any of the purjwses of this 
(Jrder, means an Inspector or othei- Officer specially 
anthorizc'l by the Loi-d Lieutenant ; 

Article means Article of this Order : 

Other terms liaTe the same meaning and scope as in 
the Act of 1878. 

Hevacaiion of Orders. 

5. The Orders described in the First Schedule to 
this Order, to the extent de3cu-ib<4 in the said Schedule, 
are hereby from and after the commencement of this 
Order revoked : Provided that such revocation shall 
not invalidate or malte unlawful anything done under 
tlie Ordere or parts of Ordere hereby revoked, or 
affect any hceuce or authority granted, or any right, 
title, obligation, or liability accnied thereunder, b^ore 
;'ae commencement of this Order, or iuteifero with the 
i'jsritution or pi-oseciition of any proceeding in respect 
of any oflence committed against, or any penalty in- 
curred under, the said Orders or parts of Orders 
hereby revoked before tlie cammencement of this 
Order. 

iVotice of Disease. 

■ 6. Every person having in his poRsession or under 
hiti charge a pig affected ivitli or suspected of swine 
fever shall with all practicable speed give notice of 
the pig being so affected or suspected to a Constable 
of the police disti-ict wherein the pig so aftected is. 

Duiy qf Police on. Notice of Smine Fever. 

7. The Constable to whom notice of the fact of a pig 
being affected with swine fevor, or with disease sup- 
jjosed to bo swine fever, is given, shall forthwith give 
information thei'eof to— 

(,i) The Clerk of the Council, Veteiinaiy Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle ; 

(iL) the Inspector of the Local Authority ; 

(iii.) the Local Authority. 

Duty of Inspector to act immediately. 

8. — (1.) Au Insjiector of a Iiocal Authority on 
receiving in any nmuiner whatsoever information of 
the supposed existence of swine fever, or having 
reasonable ground to susjiect the existence of swine 
fever, shall proceed with all practicable speed to the 
place where such disease, according to the information 
received by him, exists, or is suspected to exist, and 
shall there and elsewhere put in force and discharge 
tije powers and duties conferred and imposed on him 
as Ins^iector by or under the Acts of 1878 to 1893 
and this Order. 

(2.) Every such Inspector shall on leaving any 
premises on which swine fever exists, or is suspected 
to exist, tboi-oughly wash his hands with soap and 
water, and disinfect his boots. 

Dedcu'aiion of Infected Place. 

>1 9. — (l.j Wheie itappears to an Inspector that swine 
fever exists or has within twenty-eight days existed 
in. a sty, shed, or other place, he «bfl.1l forthwith make 
ttd sign a Declaration thereof (in the Form A set 
forth in the Second Schedule to this Order or to the 
like effect), and shall in such Declaration prescribe the 
hmits of tile proposed infected place. 

(2.) He shall fortliwith serve a copy of the De- 
claration on the occupier of the premises in which that 
«ty, shed, or other place is situate. 


(3.) On the service of such copy of the Declaration 
as aforesaid the sty, shed or other place shall become 
and be a place infected with awine fever. 

(4.) Where an Inspector has made and signed a 
Declaration under this Article, he may sign and serve 
or cause to be served a Notice in Writing (in the 
Form B set forth in the Second Schedule to this 
Order or to the like effect) on the occupier of any land 
or building which in the judgment of the Inspector 
is situate within lialf a mile of the infected place, 
requhing such occupiai* to cause all swine on or in 
such laud or building to bu detained, and thereupon 
it sliaU nob be lawful, until such Notice has been 
withdrawn by a further Notice in writing (in the 
Form 0. set forth in the Second Scliedide to this 
Order or to the like effect), signed by an Inspector or 
until the infected place has been dnly declared to be 
free from disease, for any pciton to move any swine 
from or out of such land or building except with a 
Licence of an Inspiictor or otiter Officer duly 
authorised for tixe purpose, and in accordance with 
the conditions of such Licence. 

(5.) The Inspector shall witli all practicable speed 
inform the Privy Council of any Dcohiration or Notice 
made or given by him under this Ai’ticle, and shall 
send the Declaration and a copy of the Notice to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Oastle, and simll al^ send 
copies of the same to the Local Authority and to the 
Police Officer in charge of the nearest police station 
in the District 

(6.) An infected place declared under this Article 
Bhali continue to be on infeclod ^iloce until it has bi^n 
cldclared free from disease by [Notice in writing frem 
the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Deportment, 
Privy Conncil Office, Dublin Castle, to be served on 
the occupier of the pi-emiees. 

(7.) The limits of an infected place may at any time 
be altered by Notice in writing given by an Inspector 
or other Officer duly authorized to give such Notice. 

(8.) A B]a.uglitei--house or ^Mirt of a slaughter house 
in which a pig affected with swine fever or the carcase 
of such a pig is found, shall not by reason thereof be 
declared to be an iufectad place except by the Lord 
Lieutenant 

Rules for Infected Place. 

10. — Rule 1. Swine shall not be moved into or out 
of iui infected place except with a Licence of an 
Inspector or other Officer duly authorized to grant 
such Licence. 

Rule 2. Litter, dung, ubeusils, pens, hurdles, or 
other things shall not be remorad from an infected 
place except with permission in writiug from an 
Inspector or other Officer duly authorised to give such 
permission, which permission shall not be granted 
until such things have been thoroughly disinfected. 

Rule S. No pereon (except the person tending the 
pig) shall, unless with permission in writing of an 
Inspector or other Officer duly authorized to give such 
permission, enter any or place, being part ot an 
infected place, in wMch a pig affected with or suspected 
of swine fever is or has recently been kept. 

Rule 4. A person tending a pig affected with ot 
suspected of swine fever shall not tend any other pig 
except with the permission of an Inspector or other 
Officci' duly anthorixedjto give such permission. 

Removal of Dung or other Things. 

11. It shall not be lawful for any person to send 
or cany, or cause to be sent or carried, on a railway , 
canal, river, or inland navigation, or in acoasting vessel, 
or on a highway or thoroughfare, any dung, fodder, or 
litter that has been in lui. infected place, or that bu 
been in any place in contact with or usedabout a pig 
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affected Tsith or suspected of s-wine fever, except with 
a Licence of an Inspector or other Officer duly 
authorized to grant such Licence. 

Cleansing and Diainfeclion. 

12. — (1.) An Inspector or other Officer duly author- 
ized may cause or req\ure any sty or other place which 
has been used for swine while affected with or 
suspected of swine fever, and any utensil, pen, hurdle, 
or other thing used for or about such swine, and Miy 
wood-work widi which such swine have come in 
contact, to be cleansed and disinfected to his satis- 
faction. 

(2.) An Inspector or other Officer duly airthorized 
may, forthe purjxtse of preventing the spreading of swine 
fever, cause any van, cart, or . other vehicle used for 
the currying of swine, and any rope, net, or other’ 
apparatus used in the conveyance of swine, on land 
othervdse than on a railway, to be cleansed and dis- 
infected. 

(3.) An Insj)eotor or other Officer duly authorized 
may cause or reqtiire any dung of swine affected with 
or suspected of swine fever and any fodder and litter 
that has been in contact with or used about such 
swine to be disinfected, burnt, or destroyed. 

(4.) The owner, occupier, and person in chwge of 
any place, and the owner and person in charge of any 
ut^sil, pen, hurdle, or other thing, or any van, cart, 
or other vehicle, or any dung, fodder, or litter to 
which this Article applies ah^ give ^ reasonable 
facilities to au Iuspe(^r or other Officer duly author- 
ized for the caiTying out of the provisions of this 
Article, and shdl comply with any requirement 
made by any such Inspector or Officer under this 
Ajrticle. 

Carcases. 

L3. The carcase of every pig that has died of swine 
fever, or of disease suspected to be swine fever, shall 
be disposed of as follows : — 

(1.) The Veterinary Inspector of the Local 
Authority shall cause the lungs and larynx, the 
heart, and the whole of the intestines of each 
such pig to be carefully removed from the carcase 
and enUosed, in the manner set forth in instruc- 
tions from the Veteidnary Department, in a 
properly constructed box, with a label attached, 
containing the following particulars : 

(a.) Name and address of owner of pig ; 

(6.) Name of poor law tuiion ; 
c.) Description of pig; 
i) Date of death ; 

(«.) PkoQ on which the pig was at time of 
death ; 

and shall with all practicable speed forward such box 
addressed — 

For Veterinary Department, 

Oare of Mr. Edward O’Keeffe, 

Mill-street, 

Dublin. 

The Inspector shall at the same time report the 
particulars to 

The Clerk of the Council, 

Veterinary Department, 

Privy Council Office, 

Dublin Castle. 

(3.) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
cause the skin of such pig to be so slashed as to 
render it useless. 

(3.) He shall then cause the carcase to be buried as 
soon as possible in its skin in some proper place, 
and to be covered with a sufficient quantity of 
quicklime or other disinfectant, and with not lem 
than six feet of earth. 

( 4 .) Or, if authorized hy Licence from the Lord 
Lieutenant, the carcase may bo dcati’oyed in the 


mode following : The carcase shall be di^ecM 
and shall then be taken, in charge of an officer gf 
the Local Authority, to a borse-slaughterar’s or 
knacker’s yard approved for the pxirpose by ffi* 
Lord Lieutenant, or other place so approved, and 
shall be there destroyed by exposure to a 
temperature, or by chemical agents. 

Digging up. 

14. It shall not be lawful for any person, exc^ 
with the Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, to dig npiw 
cause to bo dug up, the carcase of any pig that liu 
been buried. 

Regulations of Looed Authority as to Movement 
within tJwir District. 

IB. — (1.) A Local Authority may with a view to 
the prevention of the spreading of swine fever, make 
such Regulations as they think fit for probihitifig « 
regulating the movement by land or by water of swim 
within the whole of their district or within any part 
or parts thereof. 

(2.) A Local Authority shall send a copy of gray 
Regulation made by them under this Article to erny 
railway company having a railway station within the 
district of ^e Local Authority or within the part of 
the district to which the Regulation applies, and shall 
also forthwith send a copy of the R^ilation to the 
Secretary, Railway Clearing House, 5, Kildare-slreet, 
Dublin. 

(3.) No Regulation made by a Local Authority 
under this Article shall be deemed to authorize the 
movement of swine which are affected with swine fever 
or the movement of swine — • 

(a.) in or into or out of a Cattle-Flague Infected 
Place ; or 

(d. ) in or into or out of a Foot-and-mouth Diseaa 
Infected Place ; or 

(c.) in or into or out of a Swine Fever Infected 
Place. 

(4.) For the pui’poses of this Order or of any Regu- 
lation of a Local Authority thereunder, swine skdi 
not be deemed to be moved within the district of i 
Local Authority where they are moved through the 
district by mlway from a place outside the district to 
another place outride tlie district without imnecesssrr 
delay and without the swiuo being untnicked or re- 
booked within the district. 

(5.) Notwithstanding anything in any Regolation 
made under tlria Article any pig may at any time be 
moved in accordance with a Licence of an Inspector 
or other Officer duly authorized to grant suchlacsnct 

ProhUition of Movement qf Swine. 

16 — (1.) Whein an Inspector or other Officer duly 
authorized for the purpose has given Notice in writiiig 
(in the Ponn D set forth in the Second Schedule to 
this Order or to the like effect) to the owner or perwi 
in charge of any swine, requiring that such swine be 
detained ou or In any farm, field, shed, sty, or other 
place, it shall not be lawful for any person, until such 
Notice be withdrawn by a further Notice in writing (is 
the Form E set forth in the Second Schedule to thii 
Order or to the like effect) signed by au Inspector or 
other Officer duly authorized to give such Notice — 
(a.) to move any of such swine from or out of such 
farm, field, shed, sty, or other plsce ; or 
(6.) to move from or out of such farm, field, shed, 
sty, or other place Einy other swine that may hs 
thereon or therein ; or 

(c.) to move any other swine into such farm, fisW* 
shed, sty, or other place so long as any swine to 
■which the Notice applies are detained on or i» 
the same ; or 

(<f.) to permit any other swine to come in contact 
with any swine to which the Notice applies. 
(2.) The Inspector or other Officer shall with dl 
practicable speed send copies of any notice given by 
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him under this Article to (1) the Clerk of the Cooacil, 
Vetcrinarv Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin 
Castle, and (2) the Police Officer in charge of the 
nearest police station in the district. 

(3.) Notmthstanding any notice under this Article 
tnv pig may at any time be moved in accordance with 
a ’licence of an Insijector or other Officer duly 
autliorizcd to grant such Licence. 

JiegulaiioTU of Local Authority as to Markets, 
Sales, the. 

17. A Local Authority may, with a view to the 
prevention of the spreading of swine fever, make such 
relations as they aViiTiV dt for prohibiting or regiila* 
ting the exposure or sale of swine in or at any market, 
iair, auction, sale-yard, sale, or place of exhibition 
Tfithia their district. 

Swine-Fever /ound in a Market^ Railway Station, 
Grasiny-Park, or other like Place or dwritig 
Transit. 

IS. ’Where a pig is found to be affected, with swine 
fever — 

(a.) while exposed for sale or exhibited in a 
market, fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition or other 
place; or 

(5.) while placed in a lair or other place before ei- 
poeun for sale ; or 

(c.) while being in or on a landing-place or 
wharf or railway station or other plaoe during 
transit ; or 

(,/.} while in couiise of being moved by land or by 
water ; or 

(e.) .while being on common or unmclosed land; 
or 

(/) while being in a field, yard, sty, farm, park, or 
other place whei'ein swine of different owners are 
taken in lor shelter, or for rest, or for gi'azing, or 
for any other purpose ; or 
(y.) while b^g in any other place not in the 
possession or occupation or under the control of 
the owner of the pig ; 

then the following provisions shall apply (namely) : 
(Seizure of Swine). 

(1.) An Inspector shall cause to be seized all the 
swine affected with swine fever, and also all swine 
being in or on the market, fair, sale-yard, plaoe of 
exhibition, Iiur, landing-place, wharf, nulway station, 
common, uoinclosed land, field, yard, sty, farm, fiark, 
orothersuch placeas aforesaid, and shall forthwith trans- 
mit the information by telegraph or other rapid means 
to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(2.) The Inspector shall cause all such swine so 
*eited to be detained at the place where they are 
seized, or to be moved to some oonvenieut and isolated 
place smd there detained. 

(3.) The Inspector shall cause, so far as practicable, 
sU the Hwine affected with swine fever to he kept 
sepoi-ate during such movement and detention from 
S'dne not so affected. 

(1.) The swine so seized and detained shall not be 
moved from the place of detention except with the 
permission of the 'Veterinary Department. 

(5.) Provided that any pig seized under this Artiole 
Oay be slaughtered by or at the request of the owner 
or person in chai'ge thereof either at the place where 
it is seized or detained or at the nearesti^available 
slaughter-house ; in which latter case the pig may be 
ffioved for the purpose of being there slaughtered with 
s Ucence of an Inspector or other Officer duly 
*ttthorized for the purpose, and shall be there 
■laughtered accordingly ; and that Licence shall he 
^vai^ble for twelve hours and no longer, and shall 
•pwify the slaughter-house to which the pig is to be 
»oved for slaughter, and the period within, which such 
nughter shall be completed. 


(Declaration of Infected Place.) 

(6.1 The market, fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, 
lair, landing-place, wharf, railway station, common, 
nninclosed land, field, yard, sty, fiirm, park, or other 
such place as aforesaid, or any part thereof, in or on 
which a pig affected with swine fever is found in any 
case in which this Article applies shall not by reason 
thereof be declared to be an infected place or part of 
such an infected place except by lie Lord Lieutenant 

(Disinfection in these Cases.) 

(7.) In case of a pig being found to be affected with 
swine fever in or on a market, fair, sale-yard, place of 
exhibition, lair, landing-place, wharf, railway station, 
common, uninclosed land, field, yard, sty, farm, pork, 
or other such place as aforesaid, it sl^l not be lawful 
for the Market Authority or the owner or occupier of 
any such other place or any person to again use or 
allow to be used for swine that portion of the maxket 
or other place afoi’esaid where the diseased pig waa 
found, unless and imtil a ’Veterinary Inspector has 
certified that that poiiion has been, so far as practio- 
able, cleansed and disinfected. 

(Reports.) 

(8.) The Inspector acting under this Article shall 
for^witli report to — 

(a.) the Clerk of tbe Council, Veterinary De- 
partment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Casde, 
and 

(5.) the Local Authority, 
the prooeedinga taken by him thereunder. 

(Expenses.) 

^9.) The expenses of the execution of the provisions 
of this Ardcle may be recovered from the owner of 
the swine seized, or from the consiguor or consigaea 
thereof, who may recover the same from the owner, 
by proceedings in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

ProkUntion to Exjioss or Move Dieeaeed or 
Siupecied Swine. 

19. — (1.) It shall not be lawful for any person — 

(a.) to expose a pig affected with or suspected of 
swine fever In a market or fair, or in a sale- 
yard, or other public or private place where 
swine are commonly exposed for sslo; or 

(5.) to place a pig affected with or suspected of 
swine fever in a lair or other place adjacent to 
or connected with a mni'ket or a fair, or where 
swine ai'e commonly placed before exposure for 
sale ; or 

(c.) to send or cany or ca\ise to be sent or carried 
• a pig affected with or suspected of swine fever 
on a railway, canal, river, or inland navigation, 
or in a coasting vessel ; or 

(i.) to carry, iMfcd, or drive, or cause to be 
carried, led, or driven, a pig affected with or 
suspected of swine fever on a highway or 
thoroughfare ; or 

(«.) to place or keep a pig affected with or sus- 
pected of swine fever on common or uninclosed 
or in a field or place insufficiently fenced, 
or in a field adjoining a highway unless that 
field is 80 fenced or situate that swine therein 
cannot in any manner come in contact with 
swine passing along that highway or grazing on 
the sides thereof ; or 

if.) to graze a pig affected with or suspected of 
swine fever on pasture being on the sides of a 
highway j or 

(y.)jto allow a pig affected with or suspected of 
swine fever to stray on a highway or thorough- 
fare or on the sides thereof or on common or 
uninclosed Ittud or in a field or place insuffi- 
ciently fenced. 

(2.) But this Article shall operate subject to Article 
10 and to the provisions of the last preceding ArticU 
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providing for or directing the movement of swine 
affected with swine fever in cases therein mentioned. 

(8.) The provisions of the last preceding Article 
sh^l applyin the case of any pig exposed or otherwise 
dealt with in contravention of this Article. 

(4.) Notwithstanding anything in this Article any 
pig may at any time he moved in accordance with a 
Licence of an Inspector or other Officer duly authorized 
to grant such Licence. 

Food and Wafer during Detention, 

20. An Inspector, Officer, or Constable detaining 
a pig under liiis Order shall cause it to be supplied 
■with requisite food and water during 'its detention ; 
and the expenses incurred by him in respect thereof 
may be recovered from the person having charge of 
the pig, or from its owner, by proceedings in any 
court of competent jurisdiction. 

Grc/nting of Movement Licenaes. 

21. — (1.) An Insj;ector or other Officer duly 
authorized to giunt Licences under this Order, or 
a 'Local Authority, or an Inspector of a Local 
Authority, may, if he or they think fit, 'witlihold a 
Licence iu any oasa where the movement of the swine 
or things proposed to be moved would be in his or 
their judgment inexpedient or improper. 

(2.) A Movemeut Licence granted nnder this Order 
or under any Regulation, of a Local Authority under 
this Order shall not be available if granted by the 
owner of the pig to he moved, or by his agent, or by 
the owner or consignee or other pei'son selling the pig 
or exposing the pig for sale, or by the purchaser 
thereof or by his agent, or by the auctioneer or other 
person conducting the public or private sale at which 
the pig is exposed, or Ijy the occupier of the farni or 
premises or slaughtei'-house from or to which the pig 
is to be moved, or by any individual member of an 
Executive Committee or Sub-Committee of a Local 
Authority. 

Eegulations as to Movement Licences. 

22. (1.) The person granting a Movement Licence 
■under this Order shall forthwith send a copy of such 
Licence to the Clerk of the Council, Yeterinary 
Department, Prhj Council Office, Dublin Caaile. 

(2.) Every Moremeuc Licence granted under the 
provisions of this Order, shall, ai'ber the e-xpiration of 
the period for which such Licence is available, be 
delh’ered with all practicable speed by the owner or 
person in charge of tlie swine moved, at the nearest 
police station of the district in which the place where 
tile swine were moved under such Licence is situate, 
(3.) Every such Movement Licence wheu received 
by the Police sliall, with nil practicable speed, be 
transmitted to the Clerk of the Council, Yeterinary 
Deimrcmimt, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

Froduction of Licences ; Names and Addresses, 

23. — (1.) Every person in charge of a pig or thing 
being moved, where nnder this Order or under any 
regulation of a Local Authority under this Order a 
Movement Licence is necessary, shall, on demand of a 
J ustice, or of an Inspector or other Officer of the Privy 
Council, or of a Locul Authority, or of a Constable, 
produce and show to him the Movement Licence, if 
any, authorizing the movement, and shall allow it to 
be read and a copy of or extract from it to be taken 
by the person to whom it is produced. 

(2.) Every person so in charge shall, on demand as 
afoi-esaid, give his name and addre.ss to the Justice, 
or Inspector, or other Officer or Constable. 

Provisions as to Regulations of Local Authorities. 

24. ( 1 .) Every Local Authority shall forthwith send 
■fo the Clerk of the Council, Yeterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, a copy of every 
liegiilation made by them unde'v the provisiojj.s of this 
Order. 


(2.) If the Lord Lieutenant is satisfied on inqBj, ! 
with respect to any Notice served or Regulatia ' 
made by a Local Authority under the provisioM «{ 1 
this Order that the same is of boo restrictive a chaiacta 
or otherwise objectionable, and directs the 
thereof, the same shall thereupon cease to operate. 

Powers of the Lord Lieutemaat. 

25. Any powers by this Order conferred upon t 
Local Au^ority or an Inspector of a Local Authcfi^ 
may as any time be exercised by the Lord Lieutenat 
or an Inspector or other Officer appointed by the Lorf 
Lieutenant, respectively. 

Marking or Branding of Sioine. 

26. Any swino liable to be slaughtered under tte 
Act of 1893, may be marked or branded in sod 
manner as may be deemed requisite by an Inspectota 
other Officer duly authorized j and the oivner or petsoii 
in charge of such swine shall give all reasonable 
facilities to the said Inspector for the purpose of this 
Article. 

Saving for Inspectors and other Officers.

By the Lord lieutenant and Privy Coimcil in Ireland. 
nOUQHTOl^. 

WE, the Lord Lientenant-Gonei’al and General 
Governor of Ireland, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of Her Majesty’s Privy Coixncil in Ii-elond, by 
•virtue and in exercise of the po'.vera iu Us vested 
under the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, and of every 
other power enabling Us in this behalf, do order, and 
it is hereby oideied as follows : — 

Short TiiU. 

1. This Order may be cited as Tun Markets and 
Fairs (Swine Fever) (Ireland) Order op 1895.

7. Every railway truck, horse-box, or other railway

Shorn Sheep. 

9. Between each first day of November and the 
next following thirtieth day of April (both days in- 
clusive) every ndlway truck or other rmlway vehicle 
in which sheep shorn and unclothed are being carried 
shall be covered and inclosed so as to protect the sheep 
from the weather, without obstruction to ventilation ; 
but this Article shall not apply to sheep last shorn 
more than sixty days before being so carried. 

Chaptbr 4. — OrFEKCES. 

10. If anything is done or omitted to be done in 
contravention of any of the provisions of this Port 
of this Order, the owner and the charterer and the 
master of the vessel in which, and the owner and the 
lessee and the occupier of the place where animals are 
put on board of or landed from vessels at which, ^d

(L) The floor of the van, and all other parts thereof 
with which any animal, horse, ass, or mule, or its

Chaptrb 10. — Lardinq-Piaces. 

24. — (1.) When an animal at a place of landing or 
place adjacent thereto is affected with disease, that 
place and every other place where the animal is or 
since landing has been shall not be used for any 
animals other than animals brought thereto with that 
animal (in the same vessel or otherwise) amless and 
until tho plsbco has been, so far as practicable, cleansed 
and disinfected.

Ohaptee 12. — Offences.

(2.) If the -owner, lessee, or occupier of anys*^ 
place does any act in contravention of any such 
lationa, orfails in any respect to observe the same, th®» 
without prejudice to any other liability .oonscqu^ 
thereon, it shall not be lawful for him or aay othtf 
person at any time thereafter, without permissiwi » 
writing of the Local Authority, to holdamarket|fl®' 
sale, or exhibiripn of n.nim.tla in that place, or to 
that lair or place for animals ; and the holding thef® 
of any market, fair, sale, or exbibitaon of animal^ 
the use of that lair or place for animals, shall h® 
the same is hereby prohibited accordingly. 
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fS.') Ko regulation made by a Local Authority undor 
this article shall apply to any markets, feirs, sale- 
yards, places of exhibition, lairs, or other places used 
for animals, with respect to which special proTisions 
for cleansing and disinfection are or may be made 
hr any Order in Ckiunml or Order cf the Lord 
X^u tenant. 

Chapter 14. — MiscsLLA^tEOus. 

PvUicalxon of Orders hy Local Aitihorily. 

2S. "When an Order in Council, or an Order of the 
Lord Lieutenant, is sent, under the Act of 1894, to a 
Local Authority for publication, the Order shall he 
published by that Local Arithority, either by adver- 
tisement or by notice in a newspaper circulating in 
the district of that Local Authority, or by means of 
handbills containing copy of or an abstract from 
such Older either distributed to persons aSected by 
the Order or affixed to places where local notices 
are usually exhibited in the district of that Local 
Authority, or in such other manner os the Local 
Authoiity consider best dtted to insure publicity foi' 
the same. 

Orders and Regulations of Load AtUhorUy. 

29. — (1.) Every order or regulation made by a 
Local Autiiority under any OMer in Council shall 
be published by advertisement in a newspaper cir- 
culating in the District of the Local Authority, or in 
such o^cr manner as the Local Authority consider 
best fitted to insure publicity for the some. 

(3.) A Local Authority may by any order or regu- 
latiou revoke or alter any former order or regulation 
made by' them. 

(3.) A Local Authority shall forthwith send to the 
Clerk of the Council, ‘Veterinary Department, Privy 
Coundl Office, Dublin Castle, a copy of every order 
or regulation made by them. 

(4.) If the Lord Lieutenant is satisfied on inquiry, 
wi& respect to any order or regulation made by a 
Local Authority, that the same is for any reason 
objectionable, and direct the revocation tliereof, the 
same shall thei-eupon cease to operate. 

Frinted Documents and Forms. 

SO. Except where it is otherwise provided for in 
any Order in Council a Local Authority shall provide 
aod supply, without charge, printed copies of docu- 
ments or forms requisite under tbe Act of 1894 or 
any Order in Council. 

Local Authority to enforce Order. 

31. The provisions of this Order, except where it 
is otherwise provided, shall bo execxited and enforced 
by the Local Authority. 

Returns of Expendileire. 

32. Every Ixical Authority shall at the end ol each 
calendar month furnish to the Chief Secretary in the 
form given in the Second Schedule, the particulars of 
the amount claimed by such Local Authority to be 
payable to its Treasurer for and in respect of such 
mouth, under the provisions of Section 72 of the Act 
of 1894. 

Interpretation. 

33. In this Order, unless the context otherwise 
requires : — 

“ The Act of 1894 ” means the Diseases of Animals 

Act, 1894 ; 


** Cattle ” means hulls, cows, oxen, heifers, and 
calves : 

" Animals " means cattle, sheep, and goats, and all 
other ruminating animals, and swino : 

“ Foreign," applied to aniuials and things, means 
brought to the United Kingdom from any country 
out of the United Kingdom : 

“ Disease " includes with the diseases specified in the 
Act of 1894 (that is cattle-plague, contagious 
pleuro-pneumoniaof cattle, foot-and-mouth 
sheep-pox, sheep-scab, and swine-fever), glanders 
(including farcy), rabies, and anthrax ; 

“Diseased” or “suspected” means aficcted with 
disease or suspected of being diseased : 

“ Fodder ” means hay or other substances commonly 
used for food of animals : 

“Litter” means straw or other substance com- 
monly used for bedding or otherwise foror about 
auimals : 

“Master” includes a person having the cliorge or 
command of a vessel : 

“Van” means a vehicle constructed for moving 
animals by road : 

Other terms have the same meaning as in tiie Act 
oflS94. 

Revocation of Orders. 

34. The Orders described in the Third Schedule to 
this Order, to the extent described in that Schedule, 
are hereby from and after the commencement of this 
Order revoked : Provided that such revocation shall 
not invalidate or make unlawful anything done under 
the Orders or the parts of the Orders hereby revoked, 
or affect any licence or authority granted, or any right, 
title, obligation, or liability aoorued thereunder bdore 
the commencement of this Order, or interfere with the 
institution or prosecution of any proceedings in res^iect 
of any offence committed against, or any jienalty 
incurred under, the Orders or the parts of the Orders 
hereby revoked before the commencement of this 
Order. 

Existing Orders of Lord Lieutenant. 

35. All Orders made by the Lord Lieutenant as to 
inspections at porta or places of embai^tion of animals 
intended for exportation under any Order by this 
Order revoked, and in force imme^tely before the 
commencement of this Order, shall be deemed to have 
been made under this Order, and shall continue in 
force until altered or revoked. 

Existing JUgidations of Local Authority. 

36. All Regulations made by a Local Authority 
as to the cleansing and disinfection of markets, fairs, 
sale-yai-ds, places of exhibition, lairs, or other places 
used for animals under any Order by this Older 
revoked, and in forceimmediatoly before the commence- 
ment of this Order, shall be deemed to have been 
made under this Order, and shall continue in force 
until altered or revoked by the Local Authority or by 
the Lord Lieutenant.

WB, the Lords Justices-General and General 
Covemors of Ireland, by and with the advice and con* 
.sent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, by 
virtue and in exercise of the powers in Us vested 
under the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, and of 
£very other power enabling Us in this behalf, do 
order, and it is hereby ordered as follows : — 

Kotica of Diaeaae. 

J. (1.) Every person having or having had in hU 

possession or under his charge an animal affected with 
or suspected of cattle-plague shall with all practicable 
£peed give notice of the fact of the animal being so 
aifeeted or suspected to a Constable of the police force 
for the police District wherein the animal so affected 
4rr suspected is or was. 

(2.) The Constable receiving such notice sliall im* 
niediately transmit the information by telegraph to 
the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(3.) The Constable shall also foiidiwith give infor- 
mation of the receipt by him of the notice to an In- 
spector of the Local Authority, and to the Local 
Authority. 

Ditty of Inapteior to act "immediately. 

2. — (1.) An Inspector of a Local Authority on 
receiving in any manner whatsoever information of 
the supposed existence of cattUi-plague, or having 
reasonable ground to suspect the existence of cattle- 
plugue, shall proceed with all practicable speed to the 
place where such disease, according to the information 
received by him, exists, or is suspected to exist, and 
shall there and elsewhere put in force and discharge 
the powers and duties conmired and imposed on him 
as Impectoc by or under the Act of 1894 and tKig 
Order, 

(2.) The Inspector shall forthwith report to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, the information I'eceivccl 
by him, and his proceedings thereon. 

(3.) Every such luspec^or shall, on leaving any 
premises in which cattle-plague exists or is suspected 
to exist, thoroughly wash liis bauds with soap and 
water and disinfect his boots and clothes. 

Ko Moimxent out of Place whore CcUUe-Plague Exiats 
or ia Suepected. 

3. No animal, horse, ass, mule, or dog, and no oar* 
«aM, fodder, litter, dung, utensil, pen, hui*dle, or other 
Ihing shall be moved out of a budding or inoloeed 
place in which cattle-plague exists, or is suspected to 
exist, or has within ten days existed or been suspected 
to exist. 

Duty of Local Authority and Police in 
Cattle-Plague. 

— (L) Where by \drtue of a declaration of an 
Inspector of a Local Authority (under seciion five of 
^ Act of 1894) a shed, field, or other place has 
become a place infected with cattle-plague, the Local 
Authori^ shall take all necessary and proper measures, 
fading the arrival of an Inspector or Officer appointed 
the Lord Lieutenant, to enforoo the observance of 
the law relating to cattle plague, and shiUl place con- 
stables or other proper officers at the entrance of tliat 
shed, field, or other place. 

(2.) After the arrival of the Inspector or Officer 
by the Lord Lieutenant the Local Authority 
•and their Officers, and all constables and police officers, 


shall assist him to carry into effect and enforce thj 
law relating to catcle-plague, and eball do or cause to 
be done all things necessary for the effectual execution 
of the same. 

Ruleefor Cattle-Plague Infected Place. 

B.— Rule 1. Animals, horses, asses, mules, or do"8 
shall not be moved into or out of an Infected Place 
except with a Licence of a duly authorized Insnector 
or Officer. 

Rule 2. Carcases, fodder, litter, dung, utensils, pens, 
hurdles, or other things shall not be removed from an 
Infected JMoce except mth the permission in writing 
of a duly authorized Inspector or Officer. 

Rule 3. No person (except the person tending the 
animal) shall, unless by the |)crmis8ion in writing cf 
a duly authorized Ins]>ector or Officer, enter any shed, 
fielil, or other place, bciug part of an Infected Place, 
in which a diseased or suspected animal is or bus 
recently been kept.

Place, or that has been in any place in contact with 
or used about a diseased or suspected animal, except 
with a Licence of a duly authorized Inspector or 
Officer. 

Prohibition of Movemenl. 

7. — (1.) An Inspector of a Local Autliorlty or 

an Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant may 
give a notice in writing (in the Form D set forth 
in the First Schedule to this Order or to the like 
effect) to the owner or psrspn in charge of any animal 
pi-oliioiting the movement of such animal from or out

Disposal of Carcaeee. 

8. (1.) The earcaseof an animal which at the time 

of its death was affected -with or suspected of cattle- 
plague (other than an animal slaughtered bj- order of 
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t\ie Privy' Counoii aiuler .the Actrof* 1594) be 
riiaposed ot by the Local .Autlioiity aa follows ;?-r . 

(i.) Either the Local Authority .shall cause • the 
carcase to be buried as soon as possible in its 
skin in some proper place at a depth of not less 
than six feet l»low the surface of the earth, ami 
to be covered with a sufficieot quantity of quick- 
lime or other disinfectant 

(it) Or the Local Authority may, if authorized by

Notice of Disease.

11. A Local Anthority, if authorized the I»ord

water; or

{/.) while being on or in a farm, field, yard, shed, 
park, or other place wherein animals of difierent 
owners are taken in for shelter, or for rest, or for

session or occupation or under the control of the 
owner of the animal; 

the following provisions shall apply, namely : — 
(Seizure of Cattle.)

"WE, the Lords Justices-General and General Gover- 
nors of Ireland, by and with the advice and consent 
of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, by virtue 
and in exercise of tiie powers in Us vested under the 
Diseases of Animals Act> 1894, and of every other 
ower enabling Us in this behalf, do order, and it is 
ereby ordered as follows : — 

Notice of Disease. 

1. — (1.) Every person bavii^ or having had in Ms 
possession or under his charge on animal Seated with 
or suspected of foot-and-mouth disease shuU, with all 
practicable speed, give notice of the fact of the animal 
being so affected or suspected to a constable of tiie 
police force for the police district wherein the animal 
80 affected or auspeoW is or was. 

(2.) The constable receiving snch notice shall imme- 
diately ti-ansmit the information by telegraph to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(3.) The constable shall also forthwitl; give infor- 
mation of tlie receipt by him of the notice to an 
Inspector of*the local Authority and to the Local 
Authority. 

Duty of InspecUir to act immediately. 

2. — (1.) An Inspector of a Local Authority, on 
receiving in any manner whatsoever information of 
the supposed existence of foot-and-mouth disease, or 
having i-easonable ground to suspect the existence of 
foot-and-mouth disease, shall proceed with all practi- 
ahle speed to the place where such disease, according 
to the information received by him, exists, or is st^ 
pected to exist, and shall thei‘6 and elsewhere put in. 
force and disohaig© the powers and duties conferred 
and imposed on him as Inspector by or under the Act 
of 1894 and this Order. 

(2.) The Inspector shall forthwith report to the 
Clerk of the Counoil, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, the information received 
by him, and his proceedings thereon. 

(8.) Every such Inspector shall, on leaving any 
premises in which foot-and-mouth disease exists, or is 
suspected to exist, thoroughly wash his hands with 
soap and water and disinfect his boots and clothes. 
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Local Authority to eonsuU Veterinary Inspector as to 
existence oj Foot^nd-Mouth Disease. 

3.—(l.) A local Autiboritjr, in making an inqtmy, 
under sub-section five of section eight of the Act of 
1894, into the correctness of an Inspector’s declara- 
tion respecting the existence of foot-and-mouth disease 
in any place, aball obtain the assistance and advice of 
a Veterinary Inspector or of a person qualified accord- 
ing to the Act of 1894 to be such. 

(2.) Every such Veterinary Inspector or person 
shall, on leaving any premises in which foot-and- 
mouth disease exists, or is suspected ta exist, 
thoroughly wash his hands with soap and water and 
disinfect his boots and clothes. 

Rules fw Fool-artjd-Moti.ik Diseaee Infected Place. 

4. In addition to the Rules for foot-and-mouth 
disease contained in Fart II. of the First Schedxile to 
the Aon of 1894, the following additional Rules shall 
have effect in relation to an Infected Place : — 

Rule 1. AnimaJg shall not be moved into or out of 
an Infected Place except with a Licence of an 
Inspector or Officer duly authorized to grant such 
Licence. 

Rule 2. Carcases shall not be removed from an 
Infected Place except with the permission in 
writing of an Inspector or Officer duly authorized 
to give such permisaioD. 

Role 3. Fodder, litter, dung, ntensils, pens, hurdles, 
or other things shell not be removed from an 
Infected Place except with the permission in 
writing of an Inspector or Officer duly authorized 
to give such permission, which permission shall 
not be granted until such things have been 
thoroughly disinfected. 

Rule 4. No peraon (except the person tending the 
animal) shall, unless authorized in writing by a 
duly authori^ Inspector or Officer, enter any 
shed, field, or other place, being part of an In- 
fect^ Place, in which a disefised or suspected 
animal is or has recently been kept. 

Rule 5. Every person, upon leaving any such shed, 
field, or other place, shall thoroughly wasli his 
hands with' soap and water and dimnfect his boots 
and clothes. 

Rule 6. A person tending a diseased or suspected 
animal shall not tend any unimal not so diseased 
or suspected, except with the permission in 
writing of an Inspector or Officer duly authorized 
to give siich permission. 

Removal of Dung or other Things. 

5. It ehall not be lawful for any person to send or 
carry, or causa to be sent or carried, on a railway, 
canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a coasting 
vessel, or on a highway or thoroughfare, any dtmg, 
fodder, litter, or thing that has been in an Infected 
Place, or that has been in any place in contact with 
or used abont a diseased or suspected animal, except 
witii a Licence of an Inspector or Officer duly autho- 
rized to grant such Licence. 

Prohibition of Movement. 

6. — (1.) An Inspector of a Local Authority, or an 
Inspector* apjjointwl by the Lord Lieutenant, may 
give a notice in wilting (in the FormD set forth in the 
First Schedule to this Older or to the like effect) to 
the owner or pei*son in charge of any animal prohibit- 
ing the movement of such animal from or out of any 
farm, field, slied, sty, or other place, and after. the 
service of sucli notice it shall not be lawful for any 
person, until such notice be withdrawn by a further 
notice in writing (in the Form E set forth in the First 
tscbedule to this OL*der or to the like efi'ect), signed by 
an Inspector of the Local Authority orby anLMpecior 


appointed by the Loi*d Lieutenant, as the case tm. 
be:— ^ 

(«.) to move such animal from or out of such pli# 
as aforesaid ; or 

(6) to move from or out of such place as afoteaid 
any other animal that may be thereon or theifin • 
or ' 

(c.) to move any other animal on to or into *ud 
place as aforesaid ; or 

(i.) to permit any other animal to come b conhd 
with any animal to which the notice applia, 

(2.) The Inspector shall with all practicable speed 
send copies of any notice given by him under tia 
Article to : — 

(L) the Olerk of the Counoil, Veterinary Depart 
ment. Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle ; 

ii. ) the Local Anthority ; and 

iii. ) the Police Officer in charge of the nearest 
police station of the District. 

Disposal of Carcases. 

7. — (1.) The carcase of an animal which has died 
of foot-and-mouth disease shall be disposed of by 1b 
Local Authority els follows : — 

(i.) Either the LocelI Authority shall cause the ca- 
case to be buried ns soon as possible m its akia 
in some proper place, at a depth of not less thaa 
six feet below the surface of the earth, and b 
he covered 'with a sufficient quantity of quickfime 
or other disinfectant : 

(il) Or the Local Authori^ if authorized hf 
Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, cause the ar- 
case to be destroyed, rinder the inspection of ths 
Local Authority, in the mode following 
carcase sliall be dbinfocted, and shall then be 
taken in charge of an officer of the Local Autho- 
rity, to a horse-slaiightei-er’s or knaoker’s-yaid 
approved for the puiposo by tlio Loid Lieu- 
tenant, or other place so approved, and slmllbe 
there destroyed by exposm*e to a high tempan- 
ture, or by chemical agents. 

(2.) "With tlie -view to tlie execution of the fo» 
going provisions of this Article, the Local Authori^ 
may make such Regulations oa they think fit for 
prohibiting or regulating tho i-emoval of CELTcaaes, or 
for securing the burial or destruction of the sama 
(3). Where under ibis Article a Local Authori^ 
cause a carcase to be buried, they shall first causa tl» 
skin to be so slashed ns to be useless. 

(4.) A LoceQ Authority may cause or allow a 
carcase to be taken into the district of another Loeil 
Authority, to be buried or destroyed, with the 
previous consent of that Local Autbolity, but 
otherwise. 

Digging Up. 

8. It shall not be lawful for any person, except 
with a Licence of tlie Lord Lieutenant, to dig up, or 
cause to bo dug up, the carcase of any animal that 
heia been hurled. 

Disirfection for Foot-aruLMovLth, Disease. 

9. — (1.) Any she*! or other place in which o 
animal affected ^vith foot-and-mouth disease has beea 
kept while so affectedj or Iieis died or been slaughteied, 
shall be clcEinsed and disinfected as follows : 

(o.) Tlie shed or other place shall be swept out, asd 
all lifter, dung, or other thing that has be«m in 
contact with, or used about, any such aniuuli 
shall be effectually i-emoved thcrefi*ora } then 
(6.) The floor of tho sliod or other place, and ^ 
other pai*ts thevoof with which tho aniuial or its 
droppings or any diHuhoi'ge fi'om the ijionth * 
nostrils of the animal luis v5ome in contact, shili 
he thni*oughly washed or scrubbed or scoured 
with water : then 

(c.) The same pai'ts of the shed or other place shall 
be washed over with lime-wash. 
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/2 \ ^ litter, dung, or other thing that has been 
removed &om the shed or other place shall be forth- 
^th disinfected, burnt, or destroyed. 

(3.) Except that ■where any yard or other place of 
that nature is not capable of being so cleansed and 
disinfected, it shall be mif&cieab if s\ioh yard or place 
be cleansed and disinfected so far as practicable. 

(4.) The Local Authority may by reflation re- 
onire the occupier of any such shed or other place to 
cleanse and disinfect the same in accordance •with thia 
^jticle at the expense of the Local Authority or at 
the expense of such occupier. 

(5.) Where the LocJ Authority have made no 
Begulation under this Ai-tiole, the pro-visions of this 
Article shall be executed by the Local Authority 
at their own expense. 

Rtgulai’io^ of Local Authority as to Disinfection of 

Places Med for Temporary Detention, or of Vehicles, 

&c. 

10. — (1.) A Local Authority may, -with the ■view 
of preventing the spreading of foot-and-mouth disease, 
either generally or in any particular case, make such 
lUgulations as they think fit for the following pui’- 
poses, or any of them : — 

(o.) For requiring the o-wner, lessee, or occupier 
of any building, shed, outhouse, yard, or other 
place used for the temporai-y keeping or detention 
of a n i m ak prior to Or subsequent to their being 
exposed for sale in or at a market, fair, sale- 
yard, place of exhibition, or other public or ' 
private place -where animals are commonly ex- 
posed for sale, to cleanse and disinfect such 
building, shed, outhouse, yard, or other place at 
his own expense, whei'C in the judgment of the 
L<x^ Authoricy, the ciroumstances ai-e such as 
to allow of such cleansing and disinfection being 
reasonably required : 

(6.) For requiring the cleansing and disinfection of 
vans, carts, or other vehicles used for carrying 
animals, or of ropes, nets, or o-ther apparatus 
used in the conveyonco of animals, on land other- 
•wise than on a rail-way ; 

(c.) For prescribing the mode in which cleansing 
and disinfection under the Regulations are to be 
efiected. 

(2.) If any person fails to cleanse and disinfect any 
hmlcUng, shed, outhouse, yard, or other place, or any 
van, cart, or other vehicle, or any rope, net, or other 
apparatus, in accordance -with any such Regulation, it 
^11 be lawful for the Local Authority, with ciutpre- 
judice to the recovery of any penalty for the infiings- 
meut of such Regulation, to cause such building, shed, 
outhouse, yard, or other place, or such van, cart, or 
other vehicle, or suchrope,net, or other apparatus to be 
deansed and disinfected, and to recover summarily the 
expenses of such cleansing and disinfection from such 
person. 

Occupiers to give Fadlitita for Cleansing. 

11. — (1.) The o-wnei’ and occupier and person in 
charge of any place, thing, or vehicle to -which the two 

preceding Articles of this Order apply shall ^ve 
M reasonable facilities to the Local Authority, or to a 
duly authorized Inspector or Officer for the carrying 
out of the pro-vision,'} of those Articles. 

(2.) Any person failing to comply -with the provi- 
sions of this Article shall be deemed guilty of an offence 
■gainst the Act of 1894. 

Regulations of Local Authority aa to Movement 
into their District from other Districts. 

12. — (1.) A Local Authority may, with thevie-w of 
preveatL^ the introduction of foot-and-mouth disease 
®to their distric^ make such Regulations as they 
«unk fit for prohibiting or regulating the movement 

y land or by water of animals into their district 

ro me district of any other Local Authority in 


(2.) Where a Local Authority have made a Regula- 
tion nnderthe pro-visions of this Article prohibiting the 
movement of animals into their district from the dis- 
trict of any other Local Authority in Ireland, it shall 
not be la-wful, so long as such Regulation is in force, 
for any person to move into the dmtrict of such first- 
mentioned Local Authority any snimal so prohibited 
that may have been at any time during the continuance 
of such Regulation -within the district of sirch other 
Local Authority. 

Rtgulaliims of Local Authority as to Movement within 
their District. 

13. A Local Authority may, with the view of pre- 
venting the spreading of foot-and-mouth disease, r-mlfft 
such Regulations as they think fit for prohibiting or 
regulating the movement by land or by water of animalg 
wtliin tbe whole of then- district, or -within any part 
or parts thereol 

Itotice of Rtgulaiions to Railway Companies, &e. 

14. A Local Autbority shall forthwith send a 
copy of every Regulation made by them under either 
of the two last preceding Articles of this Order to — 

(i.) Every railway company having a railway 
station witMn the dmtrict of the Local 
Authority or within the part of their district 
to -which the Regulation applies j 
(in) tbe Secretary, ^ilway Olaaring House, 6, 
Kildare-street, Dublin; and 
(iiL) the owner of each vessel used for carrying 
animals on any canal, river, or inland na-vi- 
gation, -that is -within or passes through the 
district or part of -tiie district to which the 
Regulation applies. 

Power to make Secjulatians not to Be deputed, 

15. The po-wer to make Regulations under this Order 
as to movement of animals into their district or -within 
their district shall be exercised only by a Local 
Authority or their Executive Commitbee arid shall not 
be deput^ to any other Committee nor to a Sub-Com- 
mittee. 

Limitation as to Regetlalions of Local Authority. 

16. — (1.) A Regulation made by a Local Authority 
under this Order as to movement of a-nimals into their 
district ov wi-bhia their district shall not be deemed to 
authorize : — 

(».) the movement of any animal aflected with or 
suspected of foot-and-mouth disease; or 

(6.) the movement of any animal into or out of any 
place or area infected with cattle-plague, plenro- 
pnoT-imonia, foot-and-mouth disease, swine fever, 
or any otiiar disease, otherwise than in accord- 
ance with the pro-visions of the Act of 1894, 
and any Order in Counoil in relation to such 
disease. 

(2.) For the purposes of this Order, or of any Regu- 
lation made by a Local Authority thereunder, a ni mal s 
shall not be deemed to be moved from, into, or -within 
the district of a Local Authority or within the part of 
the District to which the Regulation appli^ where they 
are moved through the dirtrict or such part thereof 1^ 
railway from a place outside the district or such part 
thereof to another place outside the district or such 
part thereof -without unnecessary delay and without the 
animals being untruoked or re-booked -within the dis- 
trict or such part thereof 

Regulations of Local Authority aa to Markets, 

Sales, &c. 

17. A Local A-uthority may, with the vie-w of pre- 
venting the spreading of foot-and-mouth disease, make 
such Relations as they think fit for prohibiting or 
regulating the exposure or sale of animals in ov at any 
market, fair, auction, sale-yard, sale, or place of exhibi- 
tion within their district. 
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Foot-an.d-Mouih Diteatt found in a Market, Bailway 
Station, Grazing-Park, or other like Place, or during 
Trcmtit. 

18. By virtue of section twenty-one of the Act of 
1894, if an animal is found to he affected with foot- 
and-mouth disease 

(a.) while exposed for sale or exhibited in a market, 
fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, or other place j 

( 6 .) while placed in a lair or other place before ex- 
posure for sale •, or 

{c.) while being in or on a landing-place or wharf 
or railway station or other place daring transit ; 
or 

{d.) while in course of being moved by land or by 
water ; or 

(a) while being on common or uninclosed land 3 
or 

(/.) while being on or in a farm, field, yard, shed, 
sty, park, or other place wherein animals of differ- 
ent owners are taken in for shelter, or for rest, or 
for grazing, or for any other purpose ; or 
(^.) while being in any other place not in the posses- 
sion or occupation or under the control of the 
owner of the animal 3 

the following provisions shall apply, namely h— 
(Seizure of Animals). 

(L) The Inspector of the Local Atithoiiiy shall cause 
to be seized all the animals affected with foot-and-mouth 
disease, and also all animals being in or on tlie market, 
fair, sale-yazd, place of exhibition, lair, Undin^ place, 
wharf, raffway station, common, uninclosed lan^ farm, 
field, yard, shed, sty, park, or other such place os afore- 
said, and shall forthwith transmit the information 
by telegraph to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(iL) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
cause all such animals so seized to be detained at the 
place where they are seized, or to be moved to some 
convenient and isolated place, and there detained. 

(ilL) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
cause, so far as practicable, all the animals affected 
with foot-and-mouth disease to be kept separate during 
such movement and detention from animals not so 
affected. 

(Iv.) The ajiimals so seized and detained shall not 
be moved from the place of detention except with the 
permission of the Lord Lieutenant. 

(Declaration of Infected Place by Lord Lieutenant 
only.) 

(v.) The market, fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, 
lair, landing-place, wharf, railway station, common, 
uninclosed land, farm, field, yard, shed, sty, park, or 
other Bvich place as ^oresoid, or any part thereof, in 
or on which an anioiol affected with foot-and-mouth 
disease is found in any case in which this article ap- 
lies shall not by reason thereof be declared to be an 
nfeoted Place or part of such an Infected Place ex- 
cept by the Lord Lieutenant. 

(Disinfection in these Cases.) 

(vi) In case of an animal being found to be affected 
with foot-and-mouth disease in or on any such market, 
fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, lair, landing-place, 
wharf, railway station, common, uninclosed k nd, farm, 
field, yard, shed, sty, park, or other place as aforesaid, 
it shall not be lawful for the owner or occupier of 
such market or other place or any person to again use 
or allow to be used for animals that portion of the 
market or other place aforesaid whore the diseased 
animal was found, unless and until a Veterinary In- 
spector has certified that that portion has been, so 
far as practicable, cleansed and disinfected. 

(Reports.) 

(^viL) The Inspector of the Local Autliority, acting 
under this Ajticle, sliall forthwith report to : (a) the 


Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Prin 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, and (b) the ^ 
thority, the proceedings taken by him thereunder 
(Expenses.) 

(vui) The Local Authority may recover sunauji). 
the expenses of the execution by them or by th^ 
Ina^ctor or other officer of tlie provisioaa of tin 
Article from the owner of the animals seized, orfixn 
the consiguor or consignee thereof, who may recoty 
the same fr-om the o^vner by proceediags in nay 
of competent jurisdiction. 

Prohibition to Expose or Move Diseased or Suspaid 
Animals. 

19. — (1.) It shall not be lawful for any peisoa:~ 
(a.) to expose a diseased or suspected animal in t 
market or fair, or in a sale-yard, or other poblh 
or private place where animnls ore commonly 
exposed for sale; or 

(5.) to place a diseased or suspected animal in a lair 
or other place adjacent to or connected with i 
market or a fair, or where animals are comnunly 
placed before exposure for sale j or 
(c ) to send or cany, or cause to bo sent or carriti, 
a diseased or suspected animal on a rsilmy, 
canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a coastii^ 
vessel 3 or 

(«i.) to CRTjy, lead, or drive, or cause to be carried, 
led, or driven, a diseased or suspected animnl on t 
* highway or thorouglifere 3 or 

(e.) to place or keep a diseased or suspected 
on common or xminclosed land, or in a field a 
place insufficiently fenced, or in a field adjoinin; 
a highway unless that field is so fenced or situta 
that animals therein cannot in any manner cteu 
in contact with animals paasing along that hi^- 
way or grazing on the sides thereof 3 or 
(/.) to graze a diseased or suspected animal on pas- 
ture being on the sides of a highway ; or 
(g.) to allow a diseased or suBi>ected animal toriay 
on a highway or tlioroughfiire or on the eidv 
thereof, or on common or miinclosed land, or ini 
field or place insufficiently fenced. 

(3.) But this Article shall operate subject to uj 
provisions of any Article of this Order providing fct 
or directing the movement of animals in cases theros 
mentioned. 

(3.J The provisions of the last preceding Articlei^ 
this Order with respect to the seizure and detenfioo 
of animals under that Article shall apply in the ax 
of any animal exposed or otherwise de^t with in 00 - 
travention of this Article. 

Pood and Water duiing Detention. 

(20.) An Inspector, Officer, or Constable detainiai 
an animal under the Act of 1894 or tliis Orderibdl 
cau&e it to be supplied with roquisite food and wit* 
during its detention j and the expenses incurred bf 
him in respect thereof may bo recovered sunaiiiDlj 
from the person having charge of the animal or 
its owner. 

Declaration of Stayghter-Bouse an Infected 
Lord Lieutenant only. 

21. A slaugliter-honse in which an animal affect 
with foot-and-mouth disease or the carcase of an ani^ 
that was affected with foot-and-mouth disease is foiM 
shall not by reason ther*eof be dechued to be an 
fected Place, except by the Lord Lieutenant. 

Slaughter by Local Avtlunity and Compemabt^ 

22. _(l.) A Local Authority miry, it theythi**' 
cause to bo slaughtered : — 

(a.) any cattle, sheep, or swine affected vdffi 
and-mouth disease or suspected of being » 
fected 3 and 
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(i.) 8*7 cattle, sheep, or swine being or having been 
in the same field, ^ed, or other place or in the 
same bard or flock or otherwise in contact with 
auimaJs a£Teoted with foot-and-mouth disease, or 
being or having been in the opinion of the Local 
Autboriy in any way exposed to the infection of 
foot-and-mouth disease. 

(2.) The Local Authority shall out of union funds 
pay cempensation as follows for animals slaughtered 
on’derthis Article: — 

(a.) where the animal slaughtered wassfl'ected with 
foot-and-mouth disease the compensation, shall he 
the value of the animal immediately before it 
became so affected ; and 

(h.) in every other case the compensation shall be 
the value of tlie animal immediately before it was 
slaughtered. 

Ascertainment of Valua/or Comfensation in Ireland. 

28. — (1.) Where in Ireland an aiiimal is slaugh- 
tered on accoimt of foot-and-mouth disease by or^r 
ol the Privy Council under the provisions of ^e Act 
of 1894, the value of the anii^ for compensation 
shall be ascertained as follows - 

If within fourteen days after the receipt of 
notice in writing from an Inspector or Oflicer of the 
Privy Council of the valuation of the ftHTTna.1 the 
owner of the animal or his agent does not give a 
counter-notice in writing slating in effect that he 
disputes the valuation made on behalf of the P rivy 
Council, the compensation shall be paid on that valua- 
tion. 

(ii.) If the owner gives such a counter notice, then 
the questioD of the v^ue of the animtl shall by virtue 
of th^ Article stand referred to the arbitratioa of a 
single arbitrator, who shall make his award ready for 
delivery within seven days after he is appointed, and 
the provisions of the Conunon Law Procedure Amend- 
ment Act (Ireland!, 1866, shall apply to the reference 
ind arbitration. 

{iii) An arbitrator may be appointed by an agree- 
ment in writing signed by an Inspector or Officer of 
the Privy Council and by the owner of the animal or 
his agent 

(iv.) In case no such agreement is entered into 
within seven days after the service of the counter- 
notice by the owner or his ^ont, either party may, 
having given notice to the other party of the place 
and time of his intended application, apply to a court 
of summary jurisdiction, to appoint an arbitrator, and 
^h court may accordingly appoint an arbitrator, os 
if such court were a court or judge within the mean- 
of the Common Law Pro<»dure Amendment Act 
(Ireland), 1856. 

(v.) If a higher vahiation is awarded the 
valuation specilied in tiie notice given by the Inspector 
or Officer of the Pri v y Council then the Privy Council 
shall pay the coat of the reference aud award and all 
ousts incurred by the owner with respect to the arbi- 
tiation when ascertained, but otherwise the costs of 
we reference and award and all costs incurred by the 
Privy Council with respect to the arbitration when 
^oert^ed as aforesaid may be dodneted by the Privy 
Council from the sum payable to the owner as com- 
pensation under the award. 

(2.) Where in Ireland an animal is slaughtered 
on account of foot-and-mouth disease by order of a 
Local Authoiity under the provisions of this Order, 
the provisions of this Article shall apply to the 
ucertainment of the value of the auimal for compen- 
wtion, and shall be read and have effect as if the 
bocal Authority were mentioned therein instead of 
the Pnvy Council 

WiihJiolding of Compensation. 

— (1.) A Local Anthority may, if they think 
t, withhold, either wholly or paiiaally, compensation 
Ui respect of an animal slaughtei'ed by tiieir order 


under this Order where the animal was in their 
opinion diseased at the time of its being brought into 
their district. 

(2.) A Liocal Authority before determining, under 
sub-eection seven of section twenty of the Act of 
1894 or under this Article, to withhold either wholly 
or partially, compensation or other payment in respect 
of an animal slaughtered by their order under this 
Order, shall give to the owner of the aniTnnl an 
opportunity of making representations to them, res- 
peeting the facts and circumstances of the case, and 
shall consider the same. 

Keeping of Swine tn SlaughterSovtses. 

25. It shall not be lawful for any person, in any 

case in which the slaughter of any ia author- 

ized or required by this Order, to use for such slaughter 
any slaughter-house in which swine are kept. 

Record of Slaughter. 

26. A Local Authori-^ shall keep, in a form pro- 
vided by the Yetei'inary Department, a record relative 
to cattle, sheep, and swine slaughtered by their order 
under this Order, stating the particulars indicated in 
such' form, with such variations as circumstances 
require ; and the Clerk of such Local Authority shall 
fuLtdah. weekly a copy of such record to the Clerk of 
the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy Council 
Office, Dublin Castle. 

Chanting of MovemeiU Licences. 

27. — (1.) A Idcence shall only be granted by or on 
behalf of a Local Authority for the movement of an 
animal under tbia Order or under any Begulation 
made by a Local Authority under this Order where 
in the opinion of the Local Authority or the person 
granting the Licence, as the case may be, the granting 
of eucb licence is neebssary or expedient. 

(2.) A Movement Licence granted under this Order 
or under any Regulation made by a Local Authority 
under this Order shall not be available if granted 
by the owner of the animal to be moved or by his 
agent, or by the o-wner or consignee or other penon 
selling the animal or exposing 'the animal for sale, or 
by the purchaser thereof or by his agent, or by the 
a'uctioneer or other person conducting or licensed to 
hold the sale at which the animal is exposed, or by 
the occupier of the farm or premises «ir elaughter- 
house ftum or to which the animal is co be moved, or 
by any individual member of an Executive Committee 
or Sub-Committee of a Local Authority. 

Regulations as to Movement lAcenees. 

28. — .(1.) The person granting a Movement Licence 
under this Order shall forthwith send a copy of such 
Licence to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(2.) Every Movement Licence granted under the 
provisions of this Order, shall, after the expiration of 
the period for which such Licence is available, be 
delivered with all practicable speed by the owner oi 
person in chaige of the animals moved, at the nearest 
police station of the district in which the place where 
the n.r»iTTiala were moved under such Licence is 
situate. 

(3.) Every suob Movement Licence -when received 
by ■tie Police ahaU, -with all pruoticable speed, be 
transmitted to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Department, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

Frodiaetion of Licmces; Fames and Addresses.

31. Notwithstanding anything in this Order, or 
in any Regulation made by a Local Authority there- 
under, any animal, carcase, or thing may he moved in 
any cU*cumstances with a Licence of an Inspector or 
Officer duly authorized to grant such licence. 

Rowers of the Lord Lieutenant. 

32. Any powers by this Order conferred upon a 
Local Authority or an Inspector of a Local Authority 
may at any time be exercised by the Lord Lieutenant 
or an Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant 
respectively.

(4.) If an animal is not slaughtered as required br 
this Order, or by any Regulation made by a Loed 
Authority under this Order, or by the conditions d 
a Licence thereunder, the person to whom the Licence 
is granted, and the owner of the animal and the pet»n 
for the time being in charge thereof, and the perao 
failing to cause the same to be so slaughtered, shell 
each acctii'ding to and in respect of his own acts sad 
defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against tin 
Act of 1894. 


Local Authority to enforce Order. 

33. The provisions of this Order, except where it is 

otherwise provided, shall be executed and enforced by 
the Local Authority. ' 

Weekly Returns of Foot'and-Mouth Disease. 

34. "When an Inspector of a Local Authority finds 
that foot-and-mouth, disease exists or has within ten 
days existed in his district, he shall forthwith make • 
a return thereof to the Local Authority and to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, on a form provided by 
the Veterinary Department, with all particiilara there- 
in required, and shall continue to so make a return 
thereof on the Saturday of every week until the 
disease has ceased. 

Dismfection of Drovers, &c. 

35. When an Inspector or other Officer duly 
authorized affixes at or near any wharf, or place of 
landing, within any port in Ireland, a notice to the 
effect that persons who have been in contact with 
animals on board ship in transit to or from Great 
Britain, or in any part of Great Britain, on entering 
that wharf or place will be requii-ed before leaving to 
disinfect themselves and their clothes, then all such 
persons shall, on being requested, comply with the 
terms of that notice. 

Offences.

THE SHEEP-POX (IRELAND) ORDER OF 
1895. 

Bjthe Lords Jostices and Privy Council in Ireland. 
S. WALKES, C. 

We, the Lords Justices-General and General 
Govemore of Ireland, by and ■with, the advice and 
consent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, 
by virtue and in exercise of the powers in Us vested 
under the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, and of 
every other power enabling Us in this behalf, do 
order, and it is hereby ordered as follows : — 

Notice of Disease. 

1. — ^1.) Every person having or having bad in hia 
poaession or under his charge a sheep efiected with 
or suspected of sheep-pox shall, with all practicable 
^«ed, give notice of the fact of the sheep being so 
affected or suspected to s constable of the police force 
for the Police District wherein the sheep so afiboted 
or suspected is or was. 

(2.) The constable receiving such notice shall im- 
mediately transmit the information by telegraph to 
the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, Dublin Castlo. 

(8.) The constable shall also forthwith give infor- 
mation of ihe receipt by him of the notice to an 
^pector of the Local Autiiority, and to the Local 
Ajilhority. 

Duty of I-Rspector to act immcdiatdy. 

An Inspector of a Local Authority on 
receiving in any manner whatsoever information of the 
TOppesed existence of sheep-pox, or having reasonable 
ground to suspect the existence of sheep-por, shall pro- 
0 ^ with all practicable speed to the place where such 
•hsease, according to the information received by him, 
or is suspected to exist, and shall there and 
suewhare put in force and discharge the powers and 
dttries conferred and imposed on him as Inspector by 
or under the Act of 1894 and this Oi'der. 
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(2.) The Inspeotoi" shall forthwith report to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, the information received 
by him, and his proceedings thereon. 

(8.) Every such Inspector shall, on leaving any 
premises in which sheep-poi exists, or is suspected 
to exist, thoroughly wash his hands with soap and 
water', and disinfect his boots and clothes. 

Declaration ^ Slieep-Dcx Infected Place. 

3. — (1.) Where it appears that sheop-pox existB, or 
has wiMin ten days existed, in a shod, field, or other 
place, an Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
forthwitli make and sign a declaration (in the Form A 
set forth in the First Schedule to this Order or to the 
like effect). 

(2.) He shall forthwith seive a notice (in the 
Form B set forth in the First Schedule to this Order 
or to the like effect), signed by him, of rfio declaration 
on the occupier of the premises in which that shed, 
field, or other place is situate. 

(■«.) Thereupon that shed, field, or other place 
shall become and be a place infected with sheep-pox, 
subject to the determination and declaration of the 
Local Autiiority. 

(4.) The Inspector shall, with all practicable speed, 
inform the Local Authority and the Clei'k of the 
Council, Veterinary Department, Privy Council Office, 
Dublin Oastle, of his declaration and notice, and 
ahnll send his declaration and a copy of his notice to

Sheep shall not be moved out of an 
Infected Place. 

Rule 2. Carcases shall not be removed from an 
Infected Place except in manner hereinafter pro- 
Tided. 

Rule 3. A carcase may be removed from an In- 
fected Place : — 

(i.) with a certificate of a Veterinary Inspector of 
the Local Authority certifying that the carcase 
to be taken out is not the carcase of a sheep that 
was affected with sbeep-pox, the carcase in that 
case being first skinned ; or 

(iL) with a Licence of an Inspector of the Local 
Authority permitting the carcase to be taken out 
for the purpose of being buried or destroyed ;

(d.) Tf the carcase has to be taken into the 
district of another Local Authoricy, there 
also be roqtiisite a Licence of that other Local 
Authority indorsed on or referring to the firct- 
mentioned Xdcencc ; 

(e.) The carcase so taken into the district of 
that other Local Authority shall be taken to the 
place specified in the Licence under the direction 
and in charge of an Inspector or other Officer 
of the Local Authority out of whose district it 
is taken j and he shall enforce and superintend 
the immediate burial or destruction there of the 
carcase, and shall forthwith report to both the 
Local Authorities the fact of the burial or 
destruction there. 

Rule 4. The skin, fleece, or wool, separate from the 
nest of the carcase, shall not be removed from an 


Infected Place, except with a certificate of a Ybi» 
inary Inspector certifying that that skin, fleece. » 
wool has been disiufeoted to his satisfaction. ^ 

Rule 6. Sheep shall not be moved into a shed field 
or other place where sheep-[>ox has existed, unl4a»iJ 
until an Inspector of the Local Authority has certified 
that all the sheep in that shed, field, or other plu, 
have died or been slaughtered, and that the ah^ » 
other place has been, so far as practicable, cleaostd 
and disinfected. 

Dedaratwn of Freedom from Slheep-Pox by Load 
A-uAluyrity, 

5. — (1.) "Where a Local Authority have decLasd 
an Infected Place, they may, if they think fit, at m 
time after the expiration of twenty-eight days fit® 
the date of the cessation therein of that disease bw 
not aoonei', deelai*e by order that Place to be free froa 
sheep-pox. 

(2.) A Local Authority declaring by order apUce 
bo be free from sheep-pox shall forthwith report to die 
Clei'k of the Council, Veterinary Department, Prirj 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, the fact of such declan- 
tion having been made. 

Femoval of Dwng or oilier Things. 

6. It shall not be lawful for any person to send or 
cany, or cause to be sent or carried, on a raiiwjr,

(iii.) the police officer in charge of the neaies* 
police station of the district 

• Disposal of Carcases. 

8. — (1.) The carcase of a sheep wliich at j 

of its death was alTocted with or suspected ot I 
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pox shall be disposed of by the Local Anthority as 

Either the Iiocal Authorily shall cause the 

' carcase to be buried as soon as poesible in its 
pViTi in some proper place at a depth of not less 
ftian six feet below the snrfiioe of the earth, and 
to be covered with a sufficient quantity of quick- 
lime or other disinfectant ; 

(IL) Or the Local Authority may, if authorised by 
Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, cause the carcase 
to be destroyed, under the inspection of the Local 
Authority, in the mode following ; The carcase 
Shull be disiufected, and shall then be taken, in 
charge of an Officer of the Local Authority, to a 
horeo-slaughterer’s or knocker’s-yard approved for 
the purpose by the Lord lieutenant, or other 
place so approved, and shall be there destroyed 
by exposure to a high temperature, or by chemical 
agente. 

(2.) With the view to the execution of the fore- 
going provisions of this Ai’dcle the Local Authority 
may make such Regulations as they think fit for pro- 
hibiting or regulating the removal of carcases or for 
securing the burial or destruction of the same.

Oecupien to givefacilitia for Cleansing. 

12. — (1.) Where the power of causing any shed, 
place, or thing to be cleansed and disinfected u nder 
this Order is exercised by a Local Authority, or an 
Lispector appointed 1^ the Lord lieutenant, the owner 
and occupier and person in charge of the place or iliing 
shall give all reasonable facilities for that pnrpose.

Regulations of Local A uthority as to Af oriels, 

Sales, <£;e. 

13. A Local Authority may, with the view of pre- 
venting the spreading of sheep-pox, make such Regula- 
tions as they think fit for prohibiting or regulating 
the exposure or sale of sheep in or at any market, 
fair, auction, sale-yard, sale, or place of exhibition 
-within their district. 

Sheep-pox found, in a Moffket, Railway Station, 

Grazing-Park, or oihar Kke Place or during Tranrit. 

14. If a sheep is found to be affected with Sheep- 
pox: — 

(a.) while exposed for sale or exhibited in a market, 
fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, or other place ; 
or 

(A) while placed in a lair or other place before ex- 
posure for sale ; or 

(c.) while being in or on a landing-plaoe, or wharf, 
or railway station or other place during transit ; 
or 

(d.) while in course of being removed by land or by 
water; or 

(e.) while being on common or uninclosed land ; 

(/!) while being on or in a farm, field, yard, shed, 
park, or other place wherein animals of different 
owners are taken in for shelter, or for rest, or 
for grazing, or for any other purpose; or 

(y.) while being in any other place not in the pos- 
sessiou or occupation or under the control of the 
owner of the animal ; 

the following provisions shall apply (namely) : — 
(Seizure of Sheep). 

(L) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall cause 
to be seized all the sheep affected with sheep-pox, and 
also all sheep being in or on the market, fair, sale- 
yard, place of exhibition, lair, landing-place, wharf^ 
rail-way station, common, uninclosed land, &nn, field, 
yard, shed, park, or other such place as aforesaid, 
and shall foi^with transmit the iiiformation by tele- 
graph to the Clerk of the Councril, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle. 

(ii.) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
cause all such ^eep so seized to be detained at the 
place where they are seized, or to be moved to some 
convenient and isolated place and thei-e detained. 

(iii) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
cause, so fer as practicable, all the sheep affected 
with sheep-pox to be kept separate during such move- 
ment and detention from sheep not so affected. 

(iv.) The sheep so seized and detained shall not be 
moved firom the place of detention except with the 
permission of the Lord Lieutenant. 

(Declaration of Infected Place by Lord lieutenant 
only). 

(v.) The market, fair, sale-yard, place of exhibition, 
lair, landing-place, wliarf, r^way station, common, 
uninclosed land, farm, field, yard, shed, park, or other 
such place as aforesaid, or any part thereof, in or on 
which a sheep affected with sheep-pox is found in any 
in which this Article applies shall not by reason 
thereof be declared to be an Infected Place or part of 
such an Infected place except by tho Lord Lieutenant. 
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(Dimnfection in these Cases). 

(vL) In case of a sheep being found to be affected 
■with aheep-pox in or on any such market, fair, sale- 
yard, place of exhibition, lair, landing-place, ■wharf, 
rail'way station, common, uninclosed land, farm, field, 
yard, shed, park, or other place as aforesaid, it shall 
not be law^ for the owner or occupier of such market 
or other place or any person to again use or allow to 
be used for sheep that portion of the Maj'ket or other 
place aforesaid where the diseased sheep was found, 
unless and until a Veterinary Inspector has certified 
that that portion been, so far as practicable, 
cleansed and disinfected. 

(Reporta.) 

(Tii.) The Inspector of the Local Authority acting 
under thin Article shall forthwith report to : — 

(a.) the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle ; 
and 

(5.) tbe Local Authority, the proceedings taken by 
him thereunder. 


Food and TFoisr dv/ring Detention. 

16. An Inspector, Officer, or Constable detaioiM 
a sheep under the Act of 189i, or this Order^ 
cause it to be supplied •with requisite food aad Titg 
during its detention j and tbe expenses incurr^ br 
him in respect thereof may be recovered Btunnu^ 
&om the person having charge of the sheep or &03 
its owner. 

Declaration of SlaughterSoxtse an Infected Plau 
by Lord Lieuieruvnt only. 

.17. A slaughter-house in which a sheep afiected 
with sheep-pox or the carcase of a sheep tiiat tu 
affected with sheep-pox is found, shall not, by reuoa 
thereof, be declared to be an Infected Place, except b; 
the Lord Lieutenant. 

Slaughter in Sheep-Pox and Cornpenaatim. 

18. — (1.) A Local Authority shall cause all sleep 
affected ■with sheep-pox to be slaughtered 'witliio tiro 
days after the existence of the disease is kuovu to 
■thein. 


(Expenses.) 

(vixL) The Local Authority may recover summarily 
the e^enses of the execution by them or by their 
Inspector or other Officer of the pro'visions of this 
Article from the owner of the sheep seized, or &om 
"the consignor or consignee thereof who may recover 
the same from the owner by proceedings in any court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

(Foreign Animals’ Wharves, &o.)

Prohibition to Expose or Move Diseased or Suspected 
Sheep.

(a.) to expose a diseased or suspected sheep in a 
market or fair, or in a sale-yaid, or other pubEo 
or private place where sheep are commonly 
a.posed for sale ; or

placed before exposure for sale ; or 
(c.) to send or carry, or caused to be sent or 
carried, a diseased or suspected sheep on a 
railway, canal, river, or inland navigation, or in 
a coasting vessel ; or 

(d.) to carry, lead, or drive, or cause to be carried, 
led, or driven, a diseased or suspected sheep on a 
highway or thoroughfare j or 
(e.) to place or keep a diseased or suspected sheep 
on common or uninolosed land or in a field or 
place insufficiently fenced, or in a field adjoining 
a highway unless that field is so fenced or situate 
that sheep tberein cannot in any manner come 
in contact -with sheep passing along that Highway 
or grazing on the sides ther^; or 
{/.) to graze a diseased or suspected sheep on pasture 
being on the aides of a highway ; or 
{gj) to allow a diseased or suspect^ sheep to stray 
on a highway or thoroughfai'e on the sides there- 
of or on oommon or uninclosed land, or in a field 
or place insufficiently fenced. 

(2.) But this Article shall operate subject to any 
provisions of any Article of this Order providing for 
or directing the movement of sheep in cases therein 
mentioned. 

(3.) The provisions of the last preceding Article of 
this Oi’der with respect to the seizure aud detention 
of sheep imder that Article shall apply in the case of 
any sheep exposed or otherwise dealt with in contra- 
vention of this Article.

(2.) A Local Authority before determining, under 
suhs^on seven of section twenty of the Act of 1894, 
or under this Article, to withhold, either wholly or 
partially, compensation or other payment in respect 
of a sheep slaughtered by their order under this Oi^ev, 
shall give to the owner of the sheep an opportunity of

32. A Local Authorify shall keep in a form pro- 
vided by the Veterinsiy Depaidiment a record relative 
to sheep slaughtered by their order under this Order, 
stadng the particulars indicated in such form, with 
such Tatiatdona as drcumstances requii'S ; and the 
Clerk of such Local Authcrity shall furnish weekly, a 
ropy of such record to tho Clerk of the Council, Veter- 
iuary Department, Privy Oonncil Office, Dublin 
Castle.

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Order, or of an; Regulation made 'b; a Local 
Authority under Order, the owner and the lessee 
and the occupier and the penon in charge of any 
place or thing in or in resp^ of which the same is 
omitted, shall, each according to and in respect of his 
own acts and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1894. 

(4.) If a pei'Son in charge of a sheep, carcase, or 
thing being moTed, where under this Order or under 
any Regulation made by a Local Authority under 
thU Order a Movement Licence is necessary, on 
demand made under this Order, fails to give his true 
name and address, or gives a false name or address, 
he shall be deemed g^ty of an offence against the 
Aot of 1894. 

(5.) If an owner or person in charge of sheep being 
moved, where under this Order a Movement Licence 
is necessary, fails to doliver such Licence at a police 
station as required by this Order, be shall be deemed 
guilty of an offence against the Act of 1 894. 

(8.) If a person, with a view to unlawfully evade 
or d^eat the operation of this Order, allows a sheep 
to stray, he shall be deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1894. 

Loewntnta emd Forma. 

91. — (1.) Except where otherwise provided in tills 
Order a Local Authority shall provide wd supply to 
their Inspectors and OiBceis such documents and 
forms as may be necessary for the purposes of this 
Order.

Alaje^s Privy Conncil in Ireland, by virtue and in 
of the powers in Us vested under the Diseases

Eoiice of Disease. 

^ — (!•) Every person having or having had in his 
poMession or under his charge a sheep affected with or 
•^pooled of sheep-scab shall with all practicable speed 
8*ve notice of the fiict of the sheep being so affected or 
■'i^cted to a Constable of the police force for the 
district wherein the sheep so affected or sus- 
P®owd is or was. 


(2.) The Constable shall forthwith give information 
of the receipt by him of the notice to an Inspeotor of 
the Local Authority and to the Local Authority. 

IhUy of Inspector to act immediately. 

2. An TTia pftntnr of a Local Authority, on receiving 
in any manner whatsoever informatiori of the supposed 
eristenoe of aheep-scab, or having reasonable ground 
to suspect the existence of sheep-eoab, shall proceed 
with all practicable speed to the place where such 
disease, according to the information received by him, 
exists, or is suspected to exist, and shall there and 
elsewhere put in force and discharge the powers and 
duties contotred and imposed on him as Inspector by 
or under the Act of 1894 and this Order.

The suspected sheep so moved into the District 
of that other Local Authority shall be moved to 
tlve specified slaughter-house under the direction 
and in charge of an Inspector or other Offics of 
the Local Authority out of whose District it is 
moved ; and he shall enforce and superintend the 
immediate slaughter there of tho sheep, and shall 
forthwith report to both the Local Authorities 
the fact irf the slaughter there ; or 

(v.) The suspected sheep, if not slaughtered as 
aforesaid, shall be moved, in charge of an Inspector or 
other Officer of tie Local Authority, to some con- 
venient aud isolated place, and shall he thera keptfor 
such time as the Local Authority think eipeffient, 
subject, however, to the sheep being there slaughtered 
at any time by or at the request of the owner or 
person in charge thereof. 

(vi) If the suspected sheep so seized, moved, and 
detained, but not slaughtered as aforesaid, proves, 
while in such isolated place, to be diseased, it sbaU be 
dealt with in the same manner and be subject to the 
same provisions in all respects as if it had been so 
afiected at the time when it was seized and detained 
by eueb In^>ector or other Officer. 

(Disinfection in these Cases.) 

(vii.) In cose of a diseased sheep being seized in 
accordance with the provisions of tbi'a Article, it shnll 
not be lawful for the owner or occupier of such market 
or other place, or any person, to again use or allow to 
be used for sheep that portion of ffie market, or other 
place where the diseased sheep was found, unless and 
until a Yeterinary Inspector has certified that that 
portion has beeu, so far as practicable, cleansed and 
disinfected.

THE ANTHRAX (IRELAND) ORDER OP 
1895. 

By the Lords Justices and Privy Council in Ireland. 

S. WALKER, a 

We, the Lords Justicea-General and General Gover- 
oon of Ireland, b)' and with the advice and consentof 
Her Majesty’s Privy Counml in Ireland, by virtue and 
in exercieo of the powers in Us vested under the Dis- 
eases of Animals Act, 1894, and of every other power 
eoabling Us in this behalf, do order and it is hereby 
esdered as follows 

Exteneion of certain Sections of Diseases of AewmaU 
Aat, 1894. 

1. Horses, asses, and mules (as well as the animals 
specified in the Act of 1694) shall be nnimals, and 
uthrax ^that is to say, the disease called or known as 
Mthrax, splenic fever, or splenic apoplexy of animals) 
shall be a disease, for the purposes of the following 
sections of the Act of 1894 (namely) 

Action four so far os regards notice of disease ; 

Sections nineteen and twenty (slaughter and com- 
peusatloo) ; 

^tions twenty-two and mxty.five (Orders); 

Sections forty-three and seventy-four (powers of 
Police) ; 

Section forty-four (powers of Inspectors )} 

^tion forty-five (detention of vessels ) ; 

Section forty-six (carcases washed ashore) ; 

*nd of all other sections of the said Act containing pro- 
■^sions relative to or conse<jaent on the provisions of 
seaioQs, including such sections as provide for 
fences and procedure. 

Ebtiee of Disease. 

Every person having or having bad in his 
or under his charge an animal effected with 

Suspected of anthrax shall, with all practicable speed, 


give notice of the fact of the animal being so affected 
or suspected to a constable of the police force for the 
police district wherein the animal so affected or sus- 
pected is or was. 

(2.) The constable shall forthwith give information 
of the receipt by him of the notice to an Inspector of 
the Local Authority and to the Local Authority. 

(3.) The Inspector of the Local Authority shall 
forthwith give information of the receipt by him of the 
notice to the bledicol Officer of Health of the Sanitary 
District in wluch the affected or snapected animal is 
or was. 

Duty of Inspector to act immediately. 

3. An Inspector of a Local Authority on receivlDg 
in any manner whatsoever information of the supposed 
existence of anthrax, or having reasonable ground to 
suspect the existence of anthrax, shall proceed with all 
practicable speed to the place whore such disea^ ac- 
cording to the information received by him, exists, or 
is suspected to exist, and shall there and elsewhere put 
in force and discharge the powers and duties con- 
ferred and imposed on him as Inspector by or under 
ths Act of 1894 and this Order. 

Public Warning as to Ematence of Disease. 

4. — (1.) The Local Authority may, if they think 
fit, give public warning by placards, advertisement, or 
otherwise, of the existence of anthrax ia any shed, 
stable, building, field, or other place, with or 

any particular description thereof, as they think fit, 
and may continue to do so during the ^rtenco of

(2.) It shall not bo lawful for any person without 
authority or excuse to remove or deface any such 
placard. _ 
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Milk oj Dieeattd or Suspected Cav> not to he 
Retnovtd. 

5. Wbete antlmiz exists or has existed la any shed^ 
stable, bnilding, or other place it shall not be lawful 
to remove from such shed, stable, building, or other 
place the milk of aoy cow which is affected with or 
suspected of anthrax. 

Removal Dung or oiAor Things, 

6. It shall not be lawful for any person to send or 
carry, or cause to be sent or carried, on a railway, 
canal, river, or inland navigation, or in a coasting 
vessel, or on a highway or thoroughfare, any dung, 
fodder, or litter that bes been in any place in contact 
with or used about a leased or sospected animal, 
except with a Licence of the Local Anthorhy for the 
District in which such place is situate, on a certiAcate 
of an Inspector of the Local Anthority certifying that 
the thing moved has been, so for as practicable, dis- 
infected. 

Disposal of Carcases. 

7.— (1.) The carcase of an animal which at the time 
of its death was affected with or suspected of anthrax 
shall be disposed of by the Local Authority as fol- 
lows 

(i.) Ehther the Local Authority shall cause the car- 
case to be buried as soon as possible in its skin in 
some convenient or suitable place removed from 
any dwelling-house and at such a distance from 
any well or watercourse as will prcclndc any risk 
of the contamination of the water therein, and at 
a depth of not less than six feet below the surface 
of the earth, having a layer of lime not less than 
one foot deep beneath, and a similar layer of lime 
above, the carcase j 

(ii.) Or the Local Authority may, if authorized 
by Licence of the Lord Licutonant, cause the 
carcase to he destroyed, under the inspection of 
the Local Authority, in the mode following: — 
The carcase shall be disinfected, and shall then be 
taken, in charge of an officer of the Local Autho- 
rity, to a horse slaughterer’s or knacker’s yard 
approved for the purpose by the Lord Lieutenant, 
or other place so approved, and shall be there de- 
stroyed by exposure to a high temperature or by 
chemical agents. 

(2.) 'With the view to the execution of the foregoing 
provisions of this Article the Local Authority may 
make such regulations as they think fit for prohibiting 
or regulating the removal of carcases, or for securing 
the burial or destruction of the same. 

(S.) Before a carcase is removed for burial or de- 
struction under this Article, it shall be covered with 
quicklime. In no case shall the skin of the carcase be 
cut nor shall anything be done to cause the effusion of 
blood. 

(4.) A Local Authority ma^ cause or allow a car- 
case to be taken into the District of another Local 
Authority to be buried or destroyed with the previous 
consent of that Local Authority, but not otherwise. 

Digging up. 

8. It shall not be lawful for any person except with 
the licence of the Lord Lieutenant, to dig up, or 
•cause to be dug up, the carcase of any ftnimai that 
has been buried. 

Disvrfect/ion> in case <if Anthrax. 

9. — (1.) The Xiocal Authority shall at their own 
expense cause to be cleansed and disinfected in the

(u.) all those parts of any shed, stable, building, or 
other place in which a diseased or suspected 
animal has been kept or has died or been 
slaughtered; 

(i.) every utensil, pen, hurdle, or other tiling used 
for or about any diseased or suspected animal ; 


(c.) every van, cart, or other vehicle used f® 
carrying any diseased or suspected animal oe 
laud otherwise than on a railway. 

(2.) The mode of the cleansing and disinfectioB «T 
such shed, stable, building, or other place, or the pm 
thereof, shall be as follows : — 

(L) All those parts aforesaid of the shed, stable, 
building, or other place shall be swept oot, esl 
all litter, dung, or other tiling that has been q 
contact with, or used about, any diseased or sos* 
peeted animal shall bo effectually removed cben. 
from ; then 

(ii.) The floor and nil other parts of the shed, 
stable, balldiug, or other place with which the 
diseased or suspected animal or its droppings or 
any discharge from the rooutb or nostrils of the 
animal has come iu contact, shall be, so far gs 
practicable, thoroughly washed or scrubbed tr 
scouted with water ; tlien 
(iii.) The same parts of the shed, stable, building, « 
other place .shall be washed over with lime-wash 
made of freshly burnt lime and water, and coo. 
taining in each gallon of Hmewash four ounces gf 
chloride of lime or half a pint oi commercial car- 
bolic acid, the limewa&h being prepared immedi.

iSaugkier in Antkrao: and CompensalioTi. 

12— (1.) A Local Authority may If they think fit

(h.) any animal being or having been in the same 
field, shed, or other place or in the some herd or 
flock or otherwise in contact with animals affected 
with anthrax, or being or having been in the 
opinion of the Local Authority in any way ex- 
posed to the infection of anthrax.

(i.)_ If within fourteen days after tbo receipt of notice 
in wriling from the Local Authority of the valuatiou 
of the animal the owner of the animal or Us agent does 
not give a counter-notice in writing stating in effect 
that be disputes the valuation made on behalf of the 
I^>cal Authority the compensation shall be paid on that 
valuation.

Iha reference and arbitration. 

(iii.) An arbitrator may be appointed by an agree- 
oent in writing signed by the Local Authority and by 
toe Owner of the animal or his a»ent. 

.(iv.) In case no such agreement is entered into 
Within seven days after the service of the counter- 


notice by the owner or his agent, either party may, 
havmg given notice to the other party of the place and 
time of hia intended application, apply to a court of 
flummary jurisdiction to appoint an arbitrator, and snob 
court may accordingly appoint an arbitrator, as if such 
court were a court or judge within the meaning of the 
Common Law Procedure Amendment Act flreland^

(v.) If a higher valuation is awarded than the

THE BABIES (IRELAND) ORDER OF 1896. 

By the Lords Justices and Frivy Coundl 
in Deland. 

S. WALKER, O. 

We, the Lords Justicea-Gcneral and General 
Governors of Ireland, by and with the advice and 
consent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, by 
vinneand in exercise of the powers in Us vested under 
the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, and of every other 
power enabling Us in this behalf, do order, and it 
u hereby ordered as follows 

Extension of eeriain Sectiorss of the Diseases of 
Animals Act, 1894. 

1. Horses, asses, and mules, and dogs, as well os the 
animals specified in the Act of 1894, shall be animals, 
and rabies shall be a disease, for the purposes of the 
following sections of the Act of 1894, namely : 

Section four so far as regards notice of disease; 

Sections nineteen and twenty (slaughter and com- 
penaation) j 

Sections twenty*two and sixty-five (Orders); 

Sections forty-three and seventy-four (powers of 
police) : 

Section forty-four (powers of inspectors) ; 
and of all other sections of tlie said Act containing pro- 
visions relative to or consequent on the provisions of 
those sections, including such sections as provide for 
offences and procedure. 

Seizure, Detention, and Disposal of Slrt^ Dogs. 

2. A Local Authority shall cause ail stray dogs found 
within their District to be seized, and such dogs so 
seized shall be dealt with as follows : 

(i) If the dog is diseased it shall be forthwith 
slaughtered. 

(ii.) If the dog is suspected it shall he detained and 
kept or otherwise dealt with as the Local Autho- 
rity think expedient. 

(ill.) If the dog is not diseased or suspected, it shall 
he detiuned in some proper place and be there 
kept for such period as the Local Authority 
think expedient: Provided that where the person 
^ving ^arge of or the owner of a dog so detained 
is known, the Local Authority shall cause notice 
to be forthwith given to such person or owner of 
the fact of the dog having been so seized and de- 
lved, and the dog shall, withont prejudice to 
the recovery of any penalty for the infringement 


of this Order, be given up to such person or 
owner on payment of the reasonable expenses 
incurred by the Local Authority in respect of 
such detention. 

(iv.) If the dog so seized and detained has not been 
clrimed by such person or owner within three days

Notice of Disease. 

3- — (1.) Every person having or having had in his

Dutg of Inspector to aet itamedialely. 

4. An Inspector of a Local Authority on receiving 
in any manner whatsoever information of the supposed 
existence of rabies, or having reasonable gronnd to 
suspect the existence of rabies, shall proceed with all 
practicable speed to the place where such disease, 
according to the information received by him, exists, or 
is suspected to exist, and shall thei*e and elsewhere pnt 
in force and discharge the powers acd duties conferred 
and imposed on him as Inspector by or under the Act 
of 1894 and this Order. 

Pvilic Warning as to Existence qf Disease. 

5. — (L) The Local Authority may, if they think 
fit, give public warning by placards, advertisement, or 
otherwise, of the existence of rabies in any shed, stable, 
building, kennel, field, or otlier place, vitli or without 
any particular descripUon thereof, as they think fit, 
and may continue to do so during the existence of the 
disease, and, in case of a shed, stable, building, kennel, 
or other like place, until the same has been cleansed 
and disinfected. 

(2.) It shall sot be lawful for any person (without 
anthority or excuse) to remove or deface any such 
placard. 

Disposal of Carcases. 

6. — (1.) The carcase of an animal which at the time 
of its death wus affected with or suspected of rabies 
shall be disposed of by the Local Authority as follows : 

(i.) Either the Local Authority siiall cause the car- 
case to be bulled as soon as possible in its skin la 
some proper place at a depth of not less than six 
feet below the surface of the earth, to be 
covered with a sufficient quantity of quicklime or 
other disinfectant ; 

(ii.) Or the Local Authority may, if authorized 
by Licence of the Lord Lieutenaut, cauM the 
carcase to bo destroyed, under the inspection of 
the Local Authority, in the mode following 
The carcase shall be disinfected, and shall then be 
taken, in charge of an officer of the Local Authority, 
to a horse slaughterer’s or knacker’s yard approved 
for the purpose by the Lord Lieutenant, or other 
place so approved, and shall be there destroyed by 
«posure to a high temperatnre, or by chemical 
agents. 

(2.) With the view to the execution of the foregoing 
provisions of this Article the Local Authority may 
make such Kegulntions as they think fit for prolubitiug 
or regulating the removal of carcases or for securing 
the burial or destruction of the same. 
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(3.) Where nader this Article a Local Anthorlty 
cause a carcase to bo buried they shall first cause the 
skin to be so slashed as to be useless. 

(4.) A Local Authority may cause or allow a car- 
case to he taken into the District of another Local 
Authority to be buried or destroyed, with the previous 
consent of tbat Local Authority, but not otherwise. 

Digging vp. 

7. It shall not be lawful for any person, except with 
the Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, to dig up or cause 
to be dug up, the carcase of any animal that lias been 
buried. 

Degulations of Local Authority at to Disinfection of 
Places and Things. 

8. fl.) A Local Authority may make such Regula- 

tions ns they think fit for the following purposes, 
or any of them : 

(a.) For providing for the cleansing and disinfection 
of any place used by a diseased or suspected 
animal, and of any utensil, feeding-trough, pen, 
hurdle, or other thing used for or about such 
animal t 

(b.) For providing for the cleansing and disinfection 
of any van or cart or other vehicle used for 
carrying any diseased or suspected animal on laud 
otherwise than on a railway : 

(c.) For prescribing the mode in which such cleansing 
and such disinfection are to be effected : and 
(<i) For providing that such place, utensil, feeding- 
trough, pen, hurfle, or other thing, van, cart, or 
other rebicle shall be cleansed and disinfected 
nt the expense of the Local Authority, or at 
tlm expense of the owner or occupier thereof.

By the Lords Justices and Privy ConncU in Irelmi

We, the Lords Justices-General and General 
Governors of Ireland, by and with the advice and 
consent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, by

(1.) Animals landed in a foreign animals’ wharf 
shall be slaughtered within ten days after the landing 
thereof, exclusive of the day of landing. 

The slaogUter of the animals may bo commenced 
at any time after the landing thereof, with the pcr> 
mission of an Inspector of the Privy Council. 

Movement. 

5. — (!.) No carcase, offsl, fodder, litter, or dung shall 
be removed from a foreign animals’ wliorf except with 
the permission of an Inspector of the Privy Council.

Disinfeelion. 

10. Dung and manure shall, before being removed 
from a foreign auimals’ quaiMnline station, be disin* 
fccted to the satisfaction ol an Inspector of the Privy 
Coucul. 

11. Where an animal in a foreign animals’ qunran- 
tiuc station is affected with disease, the portion of the 
station where the diseased auimnl is or has been simll 
not be used for nnimaU unless and nntil that portion 
has been cleansed and disinfected to the satisfaction of 
tho Privy Council. 

Chapter 4. — Her Majesty's Possessions

12. —^.) Unless and until the Privy Council other- 
wise order, animals brought from Her Majesty’s 
Possessions in North America shall not be landed in 
Ireland except with the special consent of the Lord 
Lieutenant, and subject to such conditions as may be 
prescribed in snch consent.

(2.) If the Inspector of the Privy CouncH is of 
opinion that any such animal or thing as aforesaid may 
introduce' disease, the same shall ho slaughtered, 
destroyed, or otherw'ise dealt with in accordance with 
instructions from lime to time given by the Privy 
Council. 


Disinfection. 

19. Where an animal at a place of landing, or in a 
lair or other place under this chapter, is affected with 
disease, the portion of the place oflaoding, lair, or other 
place where the diseased animal is or has been shall 
not be used for animals unless and until that portion 
has been cleansed and disinfected to the satisfaction of 
the Privy Council. 

Disinfection of Pernons and Clothes. 

20. Where an Inspector of the Privy Council, or the 
person in charge of a foreign animals’ whar^ or of a 
foreign animals’ quarantine station, or of a landing* 
place for foreign animals, affixes at or near t'le entrance 
thereof a notice to the effect that persons entering that 
wharf, or station, or place will be required before 
leaving to disinfect themselves and their clothes, then 
every jierson shall on being requested comply with the 
terms of that notice. 

SloMghter of Injured Animals when landed. 

2 1 . Where any maimed or injured foreign animal is 
landed from a vessel the owner, consignee, or other 
person in charge thereof shall, if directed by an 
inspector of the Privy Council, or may, if he thinks 
lit, slaughter that animal; but the carcase of such ani- 
mal shall not be removed from the place of landing or 
some lair or slaughter-house adjacent thereto approved 
by the Lord Lieutenant without a certificate of the In- 
spector of the Privy Council certifying that it is not 
likely to introduce disease. 

Carcases of Animals Dying on Voyage. 

22. — (1.) If s vessel arriving has on board the car- 
case of a foreign animal, horse, ass, or mule which was 
taken on board for the purpose of importation, but has 
died on the voyage, the master of the vessel shall, im- 
mediately on arrival, report the fact to the Principal 
Officer of Customs at the port. 

(2.) The carcase shall not be landed or discharged 
from the vessel without the permission in writing of 
the Principal Officer. 


Offences.

guilty of an offence against the Act of 1894. 

(6.) If an animal or a carcase or any manure if 
moved in coDtravention of this Order, the owner of tk 
animal or the carcase or of tho manure, and tbepeisn 
for the time being in charge thereof, and the poan 
causing, directing, or pormittiDg the movement, and 
the person moving or conveying the animal or cuene 
or manure, and tlio consignee or other person receiriif 
or keeping it knowing it to hare been moved iaett- 
travention us aforesaid, shiill, each according to igda 
respect of his own acts or defaults, be deemed guiltjrof 
an offence against the Act of 1894. 

(7.) If anything ia done or omitted to be donev&ii

RABIES.

Sir, I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to state 

that it IB considered very desirable that ia a doubtful 
case of Rabies in a dog or in a cat, the existence of 
Rabies in tlie aiiimal should be verifled by a person 
possessed of special qualifications for the purpose. 

It has been ascertained on inquiry that such inves- 
tigations cannot yet bo conveniently carried out here ; 
and until further arrangements are made, Professor 
John F. M'Fadjcan, Principal of the Royal Veterinary 
College, Camden Town, London, N.W., is prepared to 
undertake these ii^vestigntions at a fee of £2 in each 
case, which would be payable by*the Local Authority, 
at whose instance the examinoBon is made. 


It is not necessary that the entire carcase of the dog 
or cat should be forwarded to the College, it being 
sufficient to send the head of the animal in cheap 
glycerine in a tin canister, either soldered do^Yn or 
securely fastened with scaling wax. Where the ser- 
vices of a Veterinary Surgeon or other skilled person 
ran lie secured, only the brain need be sent. It is very 
desirable thnt the head or brain, os the case may be, 
should be despatched at tho earliest possible moment. 

A special investigation appears to be very impor- 
tant wherever a human being has unfortunately been 
bitten, inaiimuch ns tho result of the scientific inquiry, 
if favourable, would relieve tho bitten person from 
great and unnecessary anxiety. The fact, however, 
that snch an investigation is to be made, should not in 
any way be allowed to delay or prevent tiie treatment 
of the bitten person. 

I am to request that yon will be good enough to bring 
the matter under the notice of your Local Authority at 
their next meeting.

RABIES— MUZZLING OF DOGS. 

SiK, — I am directed by the Lords Justices to 
ncqunint you for the information of tho Board of 
Guardians, HCling ns the Local Authority under the 
Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, tlmt it appears from 
tlio returns furnished to this Department by the 
Inspectors of the various Poor I aw Unions, that there 
Las been a considorablo inci’ense in the number of 
reporled cases of Cnniuo Rabies during the first six 
months of tlie present year, ns corapnred with the coi-- 
responding period of the two preceding years. 


The numbers are ; — 

Half year ended June, 1895,— 290 cases. 
Half year ended June, 1894,-195 cases. 
Half year ended June, 1893, — 118 cases. 

The llnbica (Ireland) Order of 1895, whickcaae 
into forco on flie 1st instant, empowers the Board ci 
Guardians as the Local Authority constituted underite 
Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, for dealing with ihe 
disease, to make special regulations as to doga 
Article 10 of that Order provides as follows:— 


Special Regulations of Local Authority as to Dogi 

10.— (1.) A Local Authority may make such lie*, 
ulntions as they think fit for the following purpose^ cr 
any of them : 

(a.) For providing for the muzzling of dogs uldh 
in or on any public place with such exemptiou 
(if nny) as the Local Authority think fit : 

(i.) For providing for the seizure, detentien, ud 
disposal, including slaughter, of dogs ng( 
muzzled : 

(c.) For providing for the recovery by tbo L>al 
Authority of the expenses incumed by them m 
respect of the detention of any dog seized ani 
detained and disposod of under any such Il^li- 
tions from the owners thereof; and 
(rf.) For prohibiting or regulating the holding cf 
shows or exhibitions of dogs, and theexpceliig 
of dogs for exhibition or sale thereat. 

(2.) The power to make Regulations under iliB 
Arricle shall be exorcised only by the Local Authority 
or their Executive Commiltoe and shall notbe deputal 
to any oilier Committee or Sub-Committee. 

In view of the reported increase of the disease, aci 
of the serious danger to the community should it cis- 
tinue to spread, 1 am to suggest diat the loed 
Authority should now take advantage of the powffl 
conferred by this Order, and mnke Regulations for fie 
effectual muzzling of dogs in each Union wliereswi 
Regnlatioua do not already exist. 

It is most desimble that the Local Authority aho^ 
require the muzzling of all dogs in the Union, whilh 
in any public plaoo, whether tlie dogs arc led ormil. 
with a muzzle so constructed ns to render it inipcssiblt 
for tho dog while wearing the same to bite anypersoi 
or animal. Dogs in charge of competent peiBoia 
while being used for sporting purposes, or for 
capture and destruction of vermin, may bo exemptcn. 

The definition of “ Public place” is given ie Article 
26 of the Rabies (Ireland) Order of 1895, viz. 

“Public place” includes any street, h’gi'’”?' 
ihoroiiglifiiro, public bridge, royal pnrk,^ 
park, garden, pleasure ground., common, iminclc^ 
land, or othcar place to which the public har* 
the tiino being access.

RABIES. 

Sis,— With reference to the Circular Letter, No. 
2479/95, doted the 22nd July Inst addressed to Local 
Authorities under the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, 
on the subject of Regulations for the muzzling of Dogs, 
I im directed by the Lord Lieutenant to state that it is 
cODsiderod essential that the Regulations made by Local 
Authorities should be more uniform in character and 
scope than appears to be the case at present. 

With this end in view a specimen set of Regulations 
is enclosed, which wiU, it is hoped, be found useful by 
Local Authorities in framing Regulations under the 
Rabies (Ireland) Order of 1895. 

The adoption of similnr Regulations would tend 
to secure that uniformity of action on the part of 
the Local Authorities which is so important when 
dealiug with a disease of so dangerous a type as 
Rabies. 

It bas been observed that some Regulations operate 
for very limited periods, or are applied to comparatively 
small areas } and that others have been rescinded soon 
after the cessation of the outbreak in connection with 
wliieh they were framed, or during the vrinter months j 
while some Local Anthorities have expressed the opinion 
tliat it is unnecessary to make any Regulations, because 
their Union happens at the time to bo free from the 
disease. 

The inenbative stage of Rabies is, however, not 
uofrequently of long duration. Experience has shown 
also that the disease may be very prevalent in the 
winter as well as in the summer months ; and the cir- 
cumslancc that a Union may enjoy a period of 
immnnily from outbi-eaks is not in itself a sufficient 
reason to justify a Local Authority in refraining from 
co-operation with other Local Authorities in a combined 
tfort to er^icate this disease, which annually causes 
the destmetion of numbers of cattle and other animals 
W rabid dogs, as well os lo>s of human life. 

His Excellency, therefore, desires me to again impress 
uptM every Local Authority the importance of united 
action for the stamping out of Rabies by a strict execu- 
^ of the provisions of the Rabies (Ireland) Order of 
895 M regards stray dogs, and by the enforcement of 
* code of muzzling Regulations. 

The Royal Irish Constabulary will assist the Local 
Auihoriiies in securing due compliance with their 
■Rcgidations.

MUZZLING OP DOGS. 

Notice 18 hereby given that at a meeting of the Board 
of Guardians of the Poor Law Union of 
wting as the L^ Authority under the Diseases of 
Animals Act, 1894, on the day of 
189 , the following Regulations were made, namely : 

1. On and after the day of 
189 , every dog whilst in or on any public place, 
in the Poor Law Union of 
whether led or not, shall be securely mnzzled with' 
a properly dtting muzzle, eo constructed as to 
lender it impossible for sack dog while wearin* 
the same to bite any person or animal, but not so 
M to prevent such dog from breathing freely, or 
lapping water. 


This Regnlation shall not apply to dogs in charge 
of competent persons while being used for sportiof 
purposes, or for the capture and destruction <5 
vermin. 


2. Any dog found in or on any public place 
within the said Poor Law Union, not being 
muzzled as required in Regulation 1, shall be 
seized and detained! and, in addition to anypenalty 
to which the owner of such dog may be liable for 
the breach of Reaulation 1, all expenses con- 
nected with such detention may be recovered from 
the owner of sncli dog in a Court of Summary 
Jnrisdiction ; and, further, if such dog is not 
claimed within three days from the date of the 
seizure thereof, it shall be killed or otherwise dis- 
posed of as may be directed by the Local Authority, 
or by an InspecHir or Officer authorized by the 
Loom Authority in that behalf. 

3. These Regulations shall condnue in force 
until altered or revoked. 


PENALTIES. 

The Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, provides that 
contravention of a Regulation of a Loc^ Authority 
tliei*eiinder is an offence against the Act, which renders 
the offender liable to a penalty cot exceeding £20 for 
every each offence.
